What “Aggie” Wanted Before His)

LONDON, May 15.—[By Atlantic Ca- 
ble.) The Filipino junta here has re- 
ceived the following message from Agul- 
naldo, cabled from Hongkong under 

date of May 12: 

“The Filipino government, in ace- 
cordance with the genera] feeling ot 
the country, has decided to continue 
the war at all costs, until independénce 
is secured. The Filipinos energetically 
refuse the Americans’ peace overtures 
based on restricted autonomy coupled 
with promises of a subsequent self- 
government. 

“The Filipinos demand a strict ful- 
fillment of the articles of the Ameri- 
can constitution and treaties con- 
tracted by the American representa- 
tives when imploring a Filipino alliance 
in combating the Spaniards. 

“All the Filipinos’ generals support 
Aguinaldo. Gen. Luna’s reported over-| 
tures for peace are untrue. Our army 
is near Manila, simultaneously at- 
tacking the whole American line. The 
heat and rains are causing many 
casualties in the American army. Al) 
the hospitals are crowded with § sick 
and wounded. Four hundred of the 
Cincinnati regiment have been impris- 
oned by Gen. Otls for insubordination | 
in refusing to fight. The regular | 
troops quartered in Manila and other 
towns are quiet. The volunteers are 
abused, and always at the front with 
scanty rations. The discontent be- 
tween the Americans and Europeans is 
general.”

ATTACK ON ZAMBOANGA, 


Spanish Garrison’s Gallant Fight 
Against Imsurgent Aggression. 
[A. P. EARLY MORNING REPORT} 
NEW YORK, May 1)5.—A dispatch to 
the Journal and Advertiser from Ma- 

nila says: 

“On May 7, the Spanish garrison at 
Zamboanga, Col. Oloriz commanding, 
was attacked by insurgents with 
arms which were taken from the Span- 
ish gunboats before they were trans- 
ferred to America. The garrison 
fought valiantly against this inex- 


plicable aggression, driving the  in- 
surgents back, and completely _ re- 
pulsing them. 

“The Spanish general, Monteror, 


governor-general of the province, was 
seriously wounded, as were also Mai. 
Gimino, and Capt. Biulla, who. was 
mortally hurt. Lieut. Granadas was 
slightly wounded, one soldier was 
killed and three wounded. The  in- 
surgents suffered severely.

CTIENFUGEOS (Province of Santa 

Clara,) May 15, 8 p.m.—[By West In- 
dian Cable.] About 5 o’clock this after- 
noon a gang of Cuban dock laborers 
called upon Capt. Barker, captain of 
the port, and made a demand for back 
pay. As they were violent, Capt. Bar- 
ker drew his revolver.. The laborers 
retired, but returned soon afterward 
with fifty others and made a similar 
demonstration, using obscene and pro- 
fane language, insulting the captain 
and offering threats. The Cuban po- 
lice were ordered to arrest the malcon- 
tents, and a general street fight fol- 
lowed, in which one laborer was kitled 
and several persons were wounded, in- 
cluding three members of the police 
force. 
. As the Cuban populace became very 
insulting and threatened revenge, an 
outbreak was expected, and the Sec- 
ond United States Infantry Regiment 
was ordered into the city. The troops 
are patrolling the town this evening.

Probably Fatally Wounded.

HAVANA, May 16.—[ By West Indian 
Cable.] A dispatch from Puerto Prin- 
cipe says five armed men attacked a 
store at Quinta Navales, half a league 
from Puerto Principe, killing the store- 
keeper, Ysidor Fernandez, severing his 
head from his body with a machete. 
The storekeeper’s assistant, Juan Par- 
rado, in defending Fernandez, received 
four machete wounds, and he will die. 
The store was sacked of goods and a 
quantity of money. 

The advices from Puerto Principe also 
record the appearance of several bands 
af armed men on the estates near the 
boundary between the provinces of 
Puerto Principe and Santiago de Cuba.

Lieut. Lansdale’s Reliance on the 
Rapid-fire Gun Was Fatal—Dead 
Men Matilated. 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.} 

WASHINGTON, May 15.—Secretary 
Long today made public so much of a 
recent letter from Admiral Kautz on 
the Samoan affair as touched the kill- 
ing of a number of American sailors 
by Mataafa adherents, near Apia, on 
the ist of April. 

The report is an elaboration of. the 
description of the affair which was 
cabled at the time by the Associated 
Press from Auckland. No mention is 
made at any point of the reported par- 
ticipation in the affray of the German, 
Hufnagel, the manager of the planta- 
tion where the fight occurred. It is 
shown that the failure of the Colt 
gun to work properly was in a large 
measure the cause of the American 
and British defeat. 

‘Admiral Kautz says the expedition 
was projected by Capt. Sturdee of the 
Porpoise. For several nights preceding 
the sentries had been fired upon by 
the natives and it became necessary to 
drive them away. Kautz says that it 
was the opinion of all the officers who 
had the matter in charge that the 
force was ample to do the work with- 
out risk, especially as it was to move 
out along the beach and return the 
same day, under the protection of the 
guns of H.M.S. ‘Royalist. It is safe to 
say, says the admiral, that after Lieuts. 
Freeman and Lansdale had conferred 
together, they did what they deemed 
best under the circumstances and the 
disaster that followed could not be 
foreseen. 

Admiral Kautz appends the reports of 
the surviving officers of the expedition, 
which were transmitted by Capt. 
White of the Philadelphia. In his let- 
ter of transmissal, the captain com- 
mends in the strongest terms the work 
of Passed Assistant Surgeon 'G. A. 
Lund. He says: “At the time when the 
fire from the concealed natives was 
thickest, and at all times, by his ex- 
ample, he encouraged the young and 
inexperienced men to the proper per- 
formance of duty. At the completion 
of the work of his profession he as- 
sumed command of our blue jackets “and 
marched them to the United Statés 
confulate.”’ 

Capt. White described at some length 
the. happenings of April 1, as gath- 
ered from a close examination of the 
petty officers and men engaged in the 
fight. He says that several excursions 
had been made into the beach back of 


Apia during the last ten days of March. 


Very few natives had been observed, 
and when seen they always fled when 
fired upon by the Colt automatic gun. 


Lieut. Lansdale set great store by the 
| gun, and .frequently operated it him- 
self. Says Capt: Whitex 


“He appeared to depend greatly on 
the zun when the party was ambushed 
Twice it did not perform 
its function, and time was lost in over- 
haviling it, and great delay was con- 
sumed in trying to ret it through the 
‘wire fence. Lieut. Lansdale was ioth 
to abandon it, but the fire was so gall- 
ing that before he was wounded he 
was compelled to scatter the important 
parts and leave it behind. Prudence led 
him to deploy his men in open order. 
The thicket was so dense that after 
the order for retreat was sounded, it 
was not possible for the groups to ren- 
der each other mutual support. : 

“Lieut. Lansdale was wounded below 
the knee soon after the Colt was aban- 
doned, and was rendered incapable of 
marching. He was assisted by his men. 
One of them, N. E. Edsall (ordinary 
seaman,) was mortally wounded while 
doing so. It is not clear when Lans- 
dale received the wound in his chest. 
It is in evidence most clear that when 
Ensign Monaghan discovered that 
Lieut. Lansdale was wounded, he used 
his best endeavors to convey him to 
the rear, and, seizing a rifle from a 
disabled man, made a brave defense, 
but undoubtedly he fell very shortly 
after joining him, and the hostiles, 
flushed with success, bore down on our 
men in the vicinity. 

“The men were not in_ sufficient 
numbers to hold out any longer, and 
they were forced along by a fire which 
it was impossible to withstand. Ensign 
Monaghan did stand. He stood stead- 
fast by his wounded superior and 
friend, one rifle against many— one 
brave man against a score of savages. 
He knew he was doomed. He could 
not yield. He died in heroic perform- 
ance of duty. 

“Private Henry Hulburt, U.S.M.C., in- 
forms me that he saw both Lieut. 
Lansdale and Ensign Monaghan after 
they were killed, as he had been near 
a few minutes before, and that he as- 
sisted ‘in covering their retreat. He is 
mentioned by Lieut. Perkins for brav- 
ery and good conduct. 

“James Butler (coxswain) was killed 
instantly while standing and firing 
against the enemy. 

“T have to commend the steadiness of 
F. D. Fisher,in charge of the Colt auto- 
matic gun. for coolness and steadiness 
in twice dismounting and overhauling 
the gun under fire. 

“J. S. Ranlet (ordinary seaman) as- 
sisted Ensign Monaghan in binding 
up Lieut. Lansdale’s leg. with a necker- 
chief belonging to B. Gallaghan, black- 
smith. and assisted in carrying him 
when first wounded. 

“The number of cartridges fired by 
each of the blue jackets averaged 
fifty. From what apears to be relia- 
ble authority, forty of the assailants 
were killed and fifty wounded. This 
information was obtained several days 
after the engagement. Whenever our 
reer could get cover, they turned and

The British story is briefly told by 
Lieut. G. FE. Cave. in an inclosed re- 
ndort made to Capt. Stuart of H.M.S. 
Tauranga, and contains no informa- 
tlom beyond that set out in the report 
of. the American officers. He does not 
say that the friendlies’ bolting through 
the British and American lines rather 
broke it up, but Lieut. Freeman or- 
dered the retreat after the engagement 
had been in progress some little time, 
because the men were running short 
of ammunition and darkness was ap- 
proaching. He declares.“all ranks be- 
haved splendidly.” 

First Lieut. Perkins, United States 
Marine Corps, in describing the fieht, 
says that the enemy approached within 
fifty yards, left and rear, when retreat 
Was ordered, The marines were com- 
pelled to pass into a deep ravine com- 
manded by a bluff, from which the 
enemy fired continuously upon them. 
Says he: “Had we been a few minutes 
later in crossing this ravine it is my 
opinion that we would have been cut 
off and killed to a man.”

_ The last report of the series is made 
by Passed Assistant Surgeon Lund, 
who was with the expedition and who 
details closely every movement. He 
says that the greatest caution was 
used to prevent a surprise while pass- 
ing through the ravine and along the 
crossroads where the affair occurred. 
Both sides of the road were lined with 
a heavy barbed-wire fence, which 
could not be broken down. The situa- 
tion was a most unfavorable one for 
the expedition, as the hostiles were 
posted on the crest of the bluff, so 
well intrenched that they could not be 
seen, and their ‘pnesence was only 
made known by their firing. ton 
The Americans and British at the 
first fire advanced along the road a 
little, then dropped in the ditch at 
the roadside and returned several vol- 
leys. The Colt gun failed again, and 
this fact, says Surgeon Lund, probably 
helped to bring on the disaster that fol- 
lowed. The hostiles were closing 


the barbed-wire fence, so a retreat was 
ordered, which encouraged the enemy 
to increase their fire. The retreat was 
orderly at first, and was agreed to by 
Lieut, Cave and Lieut. Perkins, but, 
says Surgeon Lund, in a few minutes 
everybody remaining on the _ high 
ground came through the second wire 
in a confused retreat, floundering, 
staggering and falling in the deep mud 
among the trees. 

The enemy followed persistently and 
poured in a terrific fire. In this hol- 
low Lansdale, Monaghan and Edsall 
received their death wounds, Monaghan 
losing his life in a heroic effort to 
save his shipmate, Lansdale. Reaching 
the beach, eut. Perkins gathered his 
few. marines with the British marines, 
while the surgeon assumed command of 
the blue jackets, who had been led by 
Lansdale and Monaghan, and also ral- 
lied @ome ten or fifteen marines and 
sailors who were without an officer.

“AUTHORITY OR NOTHING.” 


New York Divine’s Tart Sermon On 
Briggs’s Ordination. 
fA. P. EARLY MORNING REPORT. 


NEW YORK, May 15.—In the Church 
of St. John the Evangelist last night, 
Rev. D. Benjamin F. DeCosta spoke on 
“The Guidance of the Holy Spirit,” in 
its bearings upon the principles of the 
“High Criticism,” as expounded by Dr. 
Briggs from the words, ‘The spirit of 
truth will guide you into all truth. 

“The church,” he said, “is not to 
stand still, but, age upon age, rise to 
higher and fuller conceptions of the 
‘mind: of Christ. Yet there is danger 

here for individuals who by an abuse 
of the thought come to be heady and 
conceited and confound their own no- 
tions, whims and eccentricities with 
| the voice of the spirit. Nothing is more 
evident from the New Testament than 
that persons who claim to be led by 
‘the spirit are called to submit their 
‘claims to the church for explanation 
‘and criticism. It is unfortunate that 
the candidate himself be persuaded of 
his call: the church must be convinced. 

“Yet, with all the precautions, bish- 
ops often lay hands suddenly on ‘the 

persons, men who. have no in- 
terior all, whe deliber perjure 
themselves seeking thé office priest 
for personal advantage, for emolament, 
social position and vantage ground for 
teaching. The chufch abounds ‘with 
these men, who have never been called 
by the Holy Ghost, and many bishops 
have yet to answer before God for their 
action in laying on hands suddenly, in 
the case of men seeking the ministry 
with a lie upon their lips. Manifestly the 
greatest danger exists in this direction, 
and the spectacie of a bishop delib- 
erately ordaining men who:deny plain 
statements of the baptismal office nat- 
urally fills the church with deep con- 
cern. at must be the end of all this 
unbridled ‘individualism?’ In connec- 
tion with scripture, it means the tak- 
ing away of all real authority from the 
word of God. 

‘‘Men demand authority in chemistry 
and astronomy, and why not in the- 
ology? The world craves authority, 
and if men cannot find it in the Epis- 
copal church it still exists close at 
hand. We have always depended upon 
an infallible Bible. The last papal en- 
cyclical (1893) holds clearly to the ne- 
cessity of the church basing itself upon 
the infallible word. This thought is 
not exclusively a Protestant thought, 
yet Protestantism needs it more than 
the Roman church, and inasmuch as 
the Protestant ecclesiastical system is 
weaker than the Roman, so much the 
more does it need the supporting 
power of an infallible word. , 

“Bishops now in our church are 
practically telling us that there is. no 
infallible Bible, and as we have now 
come to the conclusion that they them- 
selves are not infallible, it is clear 
that we shall soon be obliged to look 
around for foundations if we are going 
to have any. Men cannot recognize any 
Holy Ghost speaking through any con- 
ceited individual. hey want that in- 
terpretation of Holy Writ that has been 
accepted by all holy men in all ages 
and everywhere, and if this does not 
satisfy them nothing will. Protestants 
had better realize before they go any 
further that the issue is authority or 
nothing.” 


DISTINGUISHED JAPANESE. 


Imperial Navy and Other Offictals 
Tour This Country end Europe.

REFUSED TO WORK, 


SHOVELERS SENSITIVE AS TO COM- 
PANY THEY KEEP. 


“Moathly Men’ are also Out of Em- 
» Pployment—Blevators Complietely 
Tied Up—Police and the Bishop 
Doing the Best They Can, | 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.} 

BUFFALO, May 15.—The dock situa- 
tion is worse tonight than at any time 
since the opening of the season. The 
“monthly men,” the men who work in- 
side of the elevators, are out, and have 
agreed to remain out until the grain- 
shovelers’ and the freight-handlers’ 
strikes are settled. Tomorrow every 
elevator here will be idle, unless new 
men can be secured to take the places 
of the “monthly men,” which is said to 
be improbable. 

Bishop Quigley and’ the leaders of 
the grain-shovelers held a conference 
today, which lasted until 9 o’clock to- 
night. The grain-shovelers claimed 
that Connors had violated all the es- 
s@ntial provisions of the agreement 
that the Lake Carriers’ Association had 
made with the union. The freight- 
handlers, “monthly men” and hoisting 
engineers have agreed to stand by the 
grain-shovelers, and the coal-passers 
and the ore-handlers will make the 
same agreement tomorrow. 

The additions to the strikers today, 
beside the “monthly men,” were the lo- 
cal branch of the International Union 
of Engineers, many of whom are em- 
ployed on the hoisting engines along 
the docks. They adopted a resolution 
to assist the grain-shovelers. 

ANOTHER ACCOUNT.

BUFFALO (N. Y.,) May 15.—The 
grain shovelers, whose troubles were

PRINCETON (N.J.,) May 15.—Prince- 
ton students and Pawnee Bill’s Wild 
West employés indulged in a pitched 
battle today, and serious rioting was 
prevented only by the presence of men 
with cool heads, and the action of Presi- 
dent Patton of Princeton University 
later in Ys day, in calling a mass 
meeting the students. 

For fifty years it has been an un- 
written law of Princeton that, no circus 
parade must pass through. the streets. 
Every show proprietor in making his 
dates has always left Princeton from 
the list, for it has been a matter of 
common knowledge that the students 
would enforce the unwritten law. This 
morning Pawnee Bill’s Wild West com- 
bination violated traditions and pa- 
raded. The result was the fiercest bat- 
tle Princeton has seen in many years. 

When posters were hung up a few 
days ago announcing the advent of 
Pawnee Bill, it was at first considered 
a joke. Finally when it became known 
that the management of the show was 
really in earnest the town authorities, 
fearing trouble, advised the circus men 
not to attempt a parade. This advice 
was unheeded. 

As a result of today’s fight one man 
is unconscious and may die, and a num- 
ber of students and employés ‘of the 
ehow are nursing wounds received in 
the fray. That the show would be up- 
set at night seemed a certainty until 
late this afternoon, when President 
Patton called a mass meeting of all 
the undergraduates and the faculty, 
and the result of the meeting indicates 
that the show will leave town unmo- 
lested; but it will have lost money, for 
word has been passed through the 
town that no one is to enter the tent, 
and the townspeople, who are in sym- 
pathy with the students, are a unit in 
refusing to attend. 

‘Things were proceeding in the usual 
course in the university when the pa- 
rade started. The procession reached 
the. college campus without trouble, 
but passed down Nassau street at a bad 
moment, for just as the band’s musio 
was heard the students gvere in the act 
of passing from the first morning lec- 
tures to the second.

LONDON FINANCES. 


Bank Reserve Less and Speculation 
Double This Time Last Year. 
[A. P. EARLY MORNING REPORT.} 
NEW YORK, May 15.—The Times 
London financial] correspondent cables: 
“We have scrambled through the 
mid-monthly Stock Exchange with but 
little dependence on the Bank of Eng- 
land, and money now is likely to be 
easier to the end of the present month. 
It was a huge account of business in 
small bargains, the bulk being concen- 
trated on mine shares hence, perhaps, 
the ease with which payments have 
been made. At bottom prices. the 
money market does not indicate a pro- 
longed ease. The Bank of England re- 


this date last year, while business is 
much larger and speculation is quite 
double in volume to what it was then. 
Moreover, there is no longer any great 
steady influx of American money in 
payment for the securities bought and 
shipped home. We, indeed, have a 
great mass of American capital floating 
on our market at the present moment, 
representing money to be paid to 
Spain, but that may go any day. 
“In other respects we are still poor 
and the whole north of Europe is 
poorer still. With our diminished re- 
sources, too, we are called upon to sus- 
tain much of the commerce of Russia 
hitherto financed by Germany. To re- 
lieve themselves, the German banks 
have forced Russian merchants to come 
to London, with the result that our dis- 
count market never had a finer or more 
profitable business. Ad valorem stamps 
have now been abolished on three 
days’ sight foreign bills, and the uni- 
form penny rate has been substituted. 
“Copper is now peddled on the metal 
exchange quite in the retail fashion and 
less than tons exchanged hands 
this week, of which not 100 were sold 
to consumers. The National Provincial 
Bank of England issued its annual re- 
port this week, showing profits of up- 
ward of £700,000, and deposits exceed- 
ing £49,000,000. A great part of the de- 
posits are made up of small accounts. 
Forty years ago the deposits were un- 
der £2,000,000. The Bank of England 
itself has only about £20,000,000 in de- 
posits belonging to private country 
merchants. It is quite overshadowed ih 
this respect by at least half a dozen 
other banks, among which the London 
ard County Bank comes second with 
£43,500,000 in deposits.” 


AGAIN IN CUSTODY. 


Convicted Bank Robber Lockridge 
in Jail on Another Charge. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 

KANSAS CITY, May 15.—William T. 
Lockridge, one of a gang who robbed 
the Savannah, Mo., bank in 1896, and 
who was supposed to have been 
drowned in Oregon, after jumping his 
bonds, is, according to the local police, 
in jail at Fergus Falls, Minn., under 
the name of W. C. Ross, awaiting trial 
for robbing a Northern Pacific train. 

In the Savannah robbery Lockridge, 
in company with Paddy McGraw, ‘“‘Red” 
O’Brien and “Dutch’’ Webber, secured 
$450 in cash and $141,000 in bonds. Mc- 
Graw was soon caught and turned 
State’s evidence. Lockridge was ar- 
rested in San Francisco while trying to 
sell his share of the bonds; O’Brien was 


caught in Portland, Or., and Webber in 
Detroit, Mich. 

Lockridge received a five years’ sen- 
tence, and while awaiting the result of 
an appeal, disappeared. He was later 
reported drowned in Astoria, Or. An 
effort will be made to bring Lockridge 
back to Missouri.

British Charge @’Affaires Reports

RESISTING THE BRITISH. 


Hongkong Regiment Moving—Vol- 
unteers Ordered to Be Ready.

The native opposition to the 
occupation by British forces of the new 
territory, Kow Loon, opposite Hong- 
kong, has suddenly been’ renewed. 
About 900 men of the Hongkong regi- 
ment with machine guns are leaving 
here today and tonight, while the vol- 
unteers have been warned to be in 
readiness for anything. » 

The British second-class gunboat 
Swift and three other gunboats are 
proceeding to sea under sealed orders:

The territory back of the Hinterland is 
also disturbed, and Chinese troops 
have been sent there.

The greatest secrecy is ob- 
served as to the plans of the British 
authorities, and nothi is definitely 
known regarding the destiny of the 
troops, but it seems evident that the 
two detachments will advance on Tai- 
Po-Fu and Deep Bay, cut off the 
rebels and drive them from the ceded 
territory. The gun vessels engaged in 
the operations have been provisioned 
for eight days.

AFRAID OF RUSSIA.

PROENIX HAD A BAD FIRE 
SUNDAY MORNING. 


” 


Wounded Man Whose Story is not 
Oorroborated by Two Boys, Who 
Claim to Have Been Wit- 
messes to Shooting. 


Trial of Henry Wilson, Charged 
With Murder—Verdict Against 
Woodmen of the World. 
Officers Buncoed. 


Néwepaper Man’s Letter from Ma- 
.mila—National Guard to Con- 
* tinve—Phoenix Ball Team. 


PHOENIX (Ariz.,) May 14.—[Regular 
Correspondence. ] Church-goers this 
morning were treated to the sight of 
one of the warmest conflagrations 
known to Phoenix for years. It em- 
braced two dwellings on West Madi- 
som street, occupied and owned respec- 
tively by Edward Marlowe and Joseph 
Stein. The former’s loss was $3000, with 
insurance of $1300.  Stein’s loss was 
about $5000, insured for $1500. The fire 
started from a defective terra cotta flue 
in Marlowe's kitchen, while the family 
was at breakfast. It spread so rapidly 
that only a trunk and a small desk 
containing Marlowe’s papers, were 
saved. A number of neighbors at- 
tempted to bring out the piano. One of 
the men, Jesse Hurley, a plumber, was 
caught by the flames and so burned 
that his death is feared. When he 
rushed from the house his clothing had 
been almost destroyed, and the flesh of 
his right arm and hand and of the 
face had literally been burned away to 
the bones. He was taken to.the Sisters’ 
Hospital. The attending surgeons be- 
lieve his greatest danger to be from 
the effects of the inhalation of flames. 
When the men struggling with the 
piano finally dropped their burden, the 
foot of E. W. Potter was beneath the 
instrument, and was badly crushed. 
The fire was one of the most difficult 
ever handled by the fire department, 
and only by the hardest of work the re- 


mainder of the block of dwellings was 
saved. 


Belford Taylor occupies a cot at the 
Sisters’ Hospital, hovering between life 
and death, suffering from a bullet 
wound in the intestines. He says the 
wound was an accidental one, coming 
from carelessness in handling a re- 
volver which he and his wife were 
cleaning. The wife, under arrest and 
comfined in the County Jail, charged 
with assault to murder, tells the same 
tale. Two small boys who happened to 
be. near when the wound was made, tell 
@ véry different story. According to all 
accounts the domestic life of the Tay- 
lors was not an ideal one. The man

¥. the eventful evening the 
fight had reached a stage whaeetn the 
com ts seemed to care  \little 
whether the world heard or not. The 
boys, Robert Williams and Vivian 
Coc » had been enjoying the de- 
bate within the house.

Then the 
shot was fired. “Now I’ve done Neg 
cried Mrs. Taylor. ‘You bet you have,” 
was the husband's reply. Taylor has 
been operated upon, but the chances 
for his recovery are sli nt, 

The time ofthe District’ Gourt is 
wholly engrossed in the trial of Henry 
Wilson, the Wickenburg deputy sheriff 
charged with the murder of J. B. Da- 
venport at Wickenburg, January 31. 
The prosecution, for which the evidence 
is not yet concluded, is being conducted 
by Dist.-Atty. Flannigan, assisted by 
Baker & Bennett. Nothing new has 
been adduced, the testimony showing 
that Wilson shot Davenport in the 
back, while the latter was walking 
away from him, the weapon used being 
a shotgun. When Davenport fell. his 
companions, Alexander and Albert 
Kellogg, turned and opened fire on 
Wilson with revolvers, the casualties 
being the ruin of Albert Kelloge’s hat 
by a shotgun charge and the elimina- 
tion of one of Wilson’s ears by a pistol 
bullet. The case will probably consume 
the whole of next week. 

Wilhelmina Zoeckler has been 
awarded a verdict of $2000 in her suit 
for that amount against the Sovereign 
Camp, Woodmen of the World. The 
order, of which plaintiff's Jeceased hus- 
band had been a member, pays no 
losses for deaths resulting from suicide 
or alcoholism. Both causes of death 
were alleged in defense of a_ suit 
trought in the local District Court 
against the camp. Zoeckler’s death. 
more than a year ago, was attended 
vith circumstances that pointed toward 
suicide. and an intimation to that effect 
Was contained in the report of the 
Coroner's jury, though a second verdict 
did not definitely state there had teen 
self-destruction. The family have in- 
fisted that death must have come 
dither from accident or murder. The 
own: revolver, which was found on th 
floor of his bedroom, only a few Po 
from the dead’s man hand. 

Police officers and prosecuting at- 
torneys are usually believed proof 
against every wile of the bunco man.

So, when called 
in the District Court,’ the case against 
Evans was dismissed. Then Evans was 
placed on the stand as the main witness 
of the Territory against Smith. Evans 
told how he happened into the bank 
accidentally, and had seen several men 
at work on Hickey’s desk. He started 
to argue with them on the iniquity of 
their proceedings. The discussion was 
cut short by the anpearance of Hickey 
himself. and the flight of the debaters. 
Up, to this point Evans was a .model 
witness. Then, with a cool effrontery 


that temporarily deprived the District ' 


Attorney of breath and reason, he told 
that Smith had not been a member of 
the burglarious crew—Smith wasn’t 
that kindofa man. He told afew more 
fairy tales about the saintly purity of 
Smith’s character. and was then ex- 
cused. ‘The District Attorney could 
evolve ‘no questions, and the defense 
knew when it had a good thing to let 
alone. But the jury found Smith 
guilty, just the same, though in the 
%econd degree of burglary. Evans 
has departed hence. 

About two vears ago a female em- 
ployé of the National Steam Laundry 
of Phoenix sustained serious injurv. 
through having her hand caught in a 
Steam ironing apparatus. She sued for 
damages and holds final judgement for 
$1500. There now appears little chance 
for successful execution to issue.« Re- 
fore the ink on the judgment was dry 
the business had been placed in the 
hands of a receiver, Walter Kibbev.

‘Valley have formed an association 
known as the “Phoenix Fruit Ex- 
change.”” Through the exchange it is 


hoped to secure better prices for valley. 


products, and to establish rigid grades 
for all fruit exported. Such an .organi- 
zation has existed for years among 
growers of valley, 
worked smoothly and profitably. The 
fruit exchange is the direct result of 
the: visit to Phoenix of Prof. A. R. 
Sprague, president of the Southern Cal- 
ifornia Deciduous Fruit Exchange. He 
addressed two meetings of fruit-grow- 
ers, and has succeeded in interesting 
the main local shippers. The exchange 
is to have a capital stock of $20,000, 
with 10 shares. It is intended that there 
shall be maintained a full understand- 
ing between the local exchange and 
that of Southern California, for mutual 
benefit. Subscription sheets are being 
circulated among the farmers, and 
complete organization is to be effected 
at once, in order that the benefits of 
the exchange may be experienced this 
season. 

Three miles south of Tempe is to be 

established the only date farm in the 
United States. Fifteen acres of land, 
donated by James Jungerman, have 
been accepted by Dr. A. C. True of the 
Agricultural Department, commissioned 
to visit the Salt River Valley and se- 
lect a suitable site for conducting ex- 
periments in date culture. The depart- 
ment has appropriated $10,000 for the 
purchase of the trees and the planting. 
A representative of the department is 
now in Morocco, selecting the plants. 
The land chosen for the experiments is 
loose, upland soil, limestone in charac- 
ter, almost lacking in humus. It is 
convenient to water and transportation. 
The department scientists express en- 
tire cdnfidence in the success of their 
work, for it has been demonstrated by 
amateurs that date palms can be made 
to bear large crops in this valley. The 
maim question concerns the proper pol- 
lenization of the blossoms, a question 
expected to be fully answered by the 
experts who will have charge of the 
new date grove. 
_ A change inthe management or 
ownership of the Evening Herald is im- 
minent.

VALLANDIGHAM’S SUCCESSORS. 


How Abraham Lincoln’ Dealt With 
Sedition Thirty-six Years Ago. 
{Chicago Inter-Ocean:] There is to- 
day much loose talk about freedom of 
speech and freedom of the press. It 
comes uniformly from men of un- 
bridied tongues and evil influences. It 
is the plea of the anarchist, the outlaw, 
and the traitor, and the excuse and 
shelter of thousands who indulge in in- 
cendiary speech and in the same breath 
protest against being regarded as out- 
laws or traitors. As with one voice, alli 
men of these classes are arguing just 
now that free speech means lawless 
speech, yet they know full well that 
there is no such thing as free speech 
except within the limits of constitu- 
tional and statute laws; that there is no 
freedom of the press except within the 
limits of the law of libel. Ng man, no 
newspaper is at liberty to destroy char- 
acter or undermine the government in 
violation of the laws protecting all citi- 
zens, or of the constitutional provisions 
and statutes defining treason. | 
- Thirty-six years ago yesterday Clem- 
ent L. Vallandigham, a prominent poli- 


-tician of Ohio, was arrested upon the 


charge of “publicly expressing sympa- 
thy for those in arms against the gov- 
ernment of the United States, and de- 
claring disloyal sentiments and opin- 
ions with the object and purpose of 
weakening the powers of the govern- 
ment in its efforts to suppress an un- 
lawful rebellion.’’ He was found guilty 
and sentenced to close confinement in a 
fortress during the continuance of the 
war. President Lincoln modified the 
sentence by directing that Mr. Val- 
landigham be sent south into the en- 
emy’s lines, with an order that in case 
of his return he should serve out the 
sentence. 

A few residents of Ohio sent a formal 
remonstrance to Presjdent Lincoln. In 
reply, the President said: “Mr. Val- 
landigham’s views are hostile to the 
war on the part of the Union, and his 
arrest was made because he was labor- 
ing with some effect to prevent the 
raising of troops, to encourage deser- 
tions from the army, and to leave the 
rebellion without any adequate military 
force to suppress it.” 

No man disputes today the flagrancy 
of Vallandigham’s treason or the jus- 
tice of his. punishment. Let the reader 
then apply the charge against him and 
Mr. Lincoln’s explanation of it to the 
men who addressed the Central Music 
Hall meeting last Sunday, and draw 
the inevitable inference of their guilt. 
Vallandigham did not go so far as Ed- 
ward Atkinson and others of the Anti- 
Imperialistic League of Boston, and 
their imitators in Chicago. He even 
denied that it was his purpose to pre- 
vent the raising of troops or to en- 
courage desertion from the army, but 
Mr. Atkinson and his followers, in 
whose interest. the Central Music Hall 
meeting was held, openly declare their 
purpose to prevent the suppression of 
the rebellion:-in the Philippines. They 
avow and boast of sentiments and opin- 
ions “declared with the object and pur- 
pose of weakening the powers of the 
government in its efforts to suppress 
an unlawful rebellion.”’ They go further 
than Viallandigham and the copper- 
heads of 1863; and threaten to appeal to 
the people. 

Mr. Vallandigham, after his banish- 
ment beyond the Union lines, ran the 
blockade, made his way to Canada. 
and from that point appealed to the 
people of Ohio to elect him Governor. 
He mwvited the people of the State to 
sit in judgment on the case between 
himself and President Lincoln. There 
happened then what is happening now. 
Loyal Democrats left their party to 
join with Republicans to rebuke this 
copperhead’ and traitor. There were 
only two parties, those who sustzined 
the government and those who did not. 
and Mr. Vallandiginam was defeated ait 
the polls by a majority of 101,000, 

The answer was conclusive. Mr. Val- 
landigham retired from politics, and 
was ever after that regarded with sus- 
picion by his own party and detestation 
by the great majority of the American 
people. If it were possible for Edward 
Atkinson and his abettors and allies in 
Chicago to appeal to the people today 
for a vote of confidence, there would 
be measured out to them a more

Taine says 
of Johnson’s rolling periods that “art 
cannot be more finished or nature 
more forced; but in “Camilla” both 
art and nature are distorted. John- 
son’s “‘Rasselas’’ cannot be called a 
novel. The influence of the “great 
lexicographer”’ was pot exerted toward 
the development of fiction, except in 
the case of Miss Burney, where it cer- 
tainly did not tend to simplicity or 
directness. 

Sir Walter Scott, who began to pub- 
lish novels in 1816, and Miss Austen 
(1811-17) may possibly, as we are at 
the erid of the nineteenth century, be 
almost called “early” novelists. “But 
whether they wrote, too near our day 
to deserve that term or not they can 
surely be called “great.” Sir Walter 
had been preceded by Mrs. Radcliffe, 
who was the author of ‘‘The Mysteries 
of Udolpho” and Romance of the 
Forest.”’ which orace Walpole cari- 
eatured in “The Castle of Otranto.”

GERMANY AND AMERICAN MEAT. 


The scandal in regard to the more 
or less rotten meat furnished to our 
soldiers in Cuba has led many Amer- 
icans to express the opinion that it 
is not at all surprising for the Ger- 
mans to wish to exclude American 
meat, because, if our eontractors will 
furnish damaged food to the—ttoops 
of our’ own army, it is to be ex- 
nected that they will not be over-par- 
ticular in regard to the quality of 
the provisions which they send to a 
foreign country. 

The editor of our local German 
contemporary, Germania, in an edi- 
torial on this subject, points out that 
this conclusion is not logical. He 
shows that, apart from the extremely 
rigorous official inspection . which 
makes. the importation of damaged 
meat into Germany very risky and 
difficult, the American packers would, 
from businesslike or selfish reasons, 
not commit the folly of sending to 
Germany provisions that would spoil 
the-market™ for meat in 
Germany. To furnish unsatisfactory 
food to an army in the field is one 
thing, but to supply it to a great 
commercial market, where the de- 
mand for the product is permanent, 
is quite another thing. As the edi- 
tor of Germania shows, even in the 
model German empire such  prac- 
tices as this have not been entirely 
unknown, and many German contract- 
ors have grow wealthy in furnishing 
the army with provisions that are not 
up to the mark. 

Germania adds that the German 
government knows very well that 
American pork does not contain 
trichinae and that the meat we rend 


CABRILLO’S PORT. 

Commenting upon the historical ac- 
count of the early discovery of San 
Pedro Bay, which appeared in the 
Jubilee Number of Tres, the 
San Francisc> Chronicle’ recently 
criticised. us for confusing history, in 
stating that the discoverer of the 
California Coast, Cabrillo, entered 
San Pedro Bay, and pronounced it 
“a very good port.” The Chronicle 
says: 
‘Doubtless the early navigator who 


lengthened the path of Columbu;3 


would have been as complimentary as 
that if he had ever seeh the beauties 
of San Pedro, but history shows be- 
yond the’peradventure of a doubt that 
the port he entered and pronounced 
‘good’ was that of San Diego. Upon 
that conclusion no historian or geog- 
rapher, so far as we are aware, has 
ever expressed dissent.” 

The writer of the editorial in the 
Chronicle is a little previous in as- 
serting that historians and geogra- 
phers all agree on the fact that Ca- 
brillo visited San Diego, not Sar 
Pedro. It is, in fact, a question upon 
which historians and investigators dif- 
fer greatly, as was brought out at the 
time of the Cabrillo celebration in 
San Diego, when there was quite a 
lively discussion on the subject. 

The question as to which port (San 
Diego or San Pedro) was described 
by Cabrillo, or the person who wrote 
an account of his voyage, as ‘“‘a very 
gcod port,” has never been satisfac- 
torily settled. Qabrillo describes a 
good port with good lands, valleys 
and plains lying in.latitude 35 deg., 
which he named Bahia de los Fumos 
or Fuegos. In this port he anchored 
after he came from the Island of San 
Salvador, now Santa Catalina. It has 
generally been conceded that this por: 
is San Pedro, althéugh some authori- 
ties have made it out to be Santa 
Monica. From this, by the way, it 
may be noted that the question of 
doubt between the two harbor sites 
is, after a fashion, more than three 
centuries old. Is it possible that here, 
again, is to be discovered the fine 
hand Italian of that ex-bogie man, 
C. P. Huntington? 

If the writer of the editorial in 
the Chronicle means to infer that 
Cabrillo never visited San Pedro, he 
is badly out-of his historical rings. 
There is no doubt that Cabr en- 
tered the bay of San Pedro, although 
he may not have landed there. The 
latitude of San Miguel (now San 
Diego,) which Cabrillo’s pilot de- 
scribes as a “land-locked and very 
good harbor,’ does not agree with 
the latitude of San Diego, but does 
agree very nearly with that of San 
Pedro. H. W. Henshaw, who, a num- 
ber of years ago, made a careful ex- 
amination of the coast, and H. C. 
Taylor, U.S.N., of the Coast Survey, 
who aided him, identified San Pedro 
as the “land-locked and very gooi 
harbor” of Cabrillo. It is more prob- 
able that this was San Diego. How- 
ever, as.we have said, Cabrillo did

. A BOTANICAL GARDEN. 

Considering the fact that there ts 
no important city in the United 
States so favorably located for the 
purpose, it is a subject for surprise 
that no steps have yet been taken to 
establish here a first-class botanical 
garden, in which plants and trees of 
the semi-tropic and temperate zones— 
some even of the tropical zone—might 
be seen and enjoyed by visitors, a8 
well as our own people. We have, 
within the 3500-acre limits of the 
parks in the northern part cf t¥¥e city, 
locations which are almost entirely 
free from frost. Here it would be 
possible to make a display of deli- 
cate plant and tree growths, such as 
could not be duplicated in the United 
States—not even in Florida, as the 
recent severe frosts in that State 
have shown that, unlike California, 
Florida has no known frostless belts. 
Such a garden would not only add 
& great attraction to the city, but 
would be of much value to our own 
people, who, as was pointed out in 
a recent discussion of the subject at 
the local Academy of Sciences, have 
at present no means of learning the 
correct name or character of a tree 
with which they desire to adorn their 
grounds, being forced to depend upon 
what they can See from an occasional 
tree in a neighbor’s garden. A well- 
arranged botanical garden would be 
a great aid in further developing the 
beayty of the grounds for which Los 
Angeles is already so famous, as it 
would then be possible for: anyone to 
ascertain all the facts in regard to a 
new variety of tree, and the condi- 
tions under which it will flourish 

In such a botanical garden, in Los 
Angeles, it would be possible to raise 
thousands of beautiful plants which 
in the East can only be raised under 
glass, It is stated that 2400 species 
and; 2000 varieties of trees and shrubs 
have already been introduced into the 
‘bouth of*France, which has a climate 
not so mild as the frostless belts of 
Southern California, Of these, it is 
said that not more than 300 varieties 
at the most are represented or known 
here. 

As the speaker at the meeting above 
referred to showed, such a garden 
as this might have more than a mere 
esthetic value. It would doubtless 
lead to the introduction in Southern 
California of valuable new trees and 
plants, which might be cultivated here 
on a commercial scale. 

In the Elysian Park there is already 
a small collection of rare and beauti- 
ful trees and shrubs collected by a 
former citizen of Los Angeles, which 
gives some idea of what may be ac- 
complished in this line. Our floral 
processions have, in the pa3t, brought 
thousands of visitors from a distance 
to Los Angeles, Santa Barbara, Pasa- 
dena and other cities. Such a botani- 
cal garden as that suggested, with 
acres of rare blooming trees and 
plants, would b2 a permanent floral 
show, that would attract the atten- 
tion of visiters from all parts of the 
country, and from abroad. 

What enterprising citizen or public 
body will be the first to take up this 
question, and lay the foundation of a 
first-class botanical garden for Los 
Angeles?

Beautiful 
as is Leoncavallo’s masterpiece, it 
loses in strength and intensity when 
compared with Mascagni’s great work 
and it is at an inevitable disadvan- 
tage when heard immediately after- 
ward. The exqu'site ‘Prologue to 
“l’Pagliacci’ was sung by Gaudenzic 
Salissa, the great baritone of the com- 
pany. Sig. Salassa has a deep, stm 
baritone voice, as rich as uncut velvet, 
as full as an organ tone.

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CITY COUNCIL BUSY. 


VARIOUS IMPORTANT MATTERS 
BEFORE IT MONDAY. 


Did« for New Lighting Contract to 
Re Opened in Two Weeks—FEf- 
forts to Secure Full Pay for 

Workingmen. 


Mrs. Hass Desires to Revoke the 
Truet by Which She Conveyed 
All of Her Property Over 
to Trastces.

Henecforth Juvenile Criminal Of- 


fenders Will Be Sent to Ione in 
Preference to Whittier. 


The City Council had before it yes- 
terday a number of measures of im- 
portance. That in which most of the 
people of the city are interested was 
the preparations for the new city light- 
ing contract. The committee which had 
prepared the new epecifications pre- 
sented a report in which “the public 
ownerehip of a distributing system 
was strongly advocated as a means of 
perpetually securing cheap lights. The 
new epecifications were adopted. The 
bids for the new lighting contract will 
be opened in the Council May 29 at 
11 a.m. 

The City Council has officially ap- 
proved the efforts of the Los Angeles 
County Forest and Water Association 
to interest the Interior Department at 
Washington in the matter of increased 
protection to the forests of this part 
of the State. The City Clerk has been 
directed to communicate the action of 
the Council to the proper authorities 
in Washington. 

A resolution was adopted yesterday 
Which has for its object the securing 
for workingmen employed on city work 
the full wages provided by statute, viz., 
$2 per day, and that for eight hours’ 
work. The City Attorney has been di- 
rected to take such steps as will se- 
cure the enforcement of the law. 

No action was taken yesterday by 
the Council on the report of the board 
of arbitrators other than to refer it to 
@ committee. The Council will take 
no further action on the water ques- 
tion until its plans in that direction 
are fully matured, and a complete line 
of action has been mapped out. 

By the adoption of an amendment to 
the liquor license ordinance yesterday 
those persons who deal exclusively in 


* their own product of wines and bran- 


dies within the city were exempted 
from paying a city liquor license. 

The saloon men of the city yesterday 
presented to the Council a petition for 
a reduction in their license from $50 
per month to $75 per quarter. The 

tion was referred to the Finance 
mittee. 

Two of the condemnation suits the 
purpose of which is to secure rights- 
of-way through private property for 
the Broadway tunnel are to be com- 
promised, one by the payment of $1500, 
and the other for $250. This action 
will make it possible for the early be- 
ginning of work on the tunnel. 

A new dog-license ordinance was pre- 
sented in the Council yesterday, in 
which the annual license on dogs is 
made $2 instead of $1, as at present. 
The fees to be paid the dog-catchers 
is reduced one-half. The ordinance wus 
referred to a committee for investiga- 


tion. 


The time for the completion by Saw- 
yer & Arthur of the three bridges for 
which they have the contracts, expired 
yesterday, and work on the bridges has 
not been commenced. The Bridge Com- 
mittee of the Council will investigate 
the matter, and will reommend such 
steps as the City Attorney thinks ad- 
visable. 

Mayor Eaton yesterday signed the 
anti-slot-machine ordinance, and it will 
become a law as soon as it is officially 
published. The saloon men and the 
cigar-dealers have retained counsél 
for the purpose of testing the ordi- 
nance. 

Street Superintendent Drain has been 
enjoined from selling at auction cer- 
tain property on which the assessment 
for an alley opening has not been paid. 

e sale was to have been made today. 
It will be continued from day to day 
until the matter is settled in the 
courts. 

Mrs. Sarepta Hass has instituted an 
action to have revoked certain deeds 
establishing a trust of all her property 
for the benefit of her brother, the Los 
Angeles Orphans’ Home, and the Simp- 
son Methodist Episcopal Church. The 
brother and the Orphans’ Home, as 
beneficiaries, consented to a revocation 
of the trust, but rather strangely the 
defunct organization through the trus- 
tees contend for a continuance of the 
trust. 

Henceforward juvenile criminal of- 
fenders are to be sent to the. Preston 
School of Industry at Ione, rather than 
to Whittier as heretofore, and this is to 
apply particularly when the offenders 
are not of tender years. By thus seg- 
regating the boys it is believed that the 
contaminating influence that the older 
boys have exercised over the younger 


- Ones may be avoided. 


In the suit of G. F. Beckham against 
Joseph Saba to recover $299, Saat 
James yesterday rendered a decision in 
favor of the defendant.

AT THR CITY HALAL. 


HAD MUCH TO DO. 


MANY IMPORTANT MEASURES CON- 
SIDERED BY THE COUNCIL. 


New Lighting Specifications Adopt- 
ed—Workingmem on Public Con- 


tracts to Be Paid Fall Wages.} 


Arbitrators’ Report Referred. 


The City Eujoined. 


— 


At the opening of the morning session 
of the Council yesterday a message 
from Mayor Eaton was réad. He re- 
turned without approval a lease be- 
tween the city and G. Bacigalupi for 
the occupancy of reservoir site No. 7 
for two years. The reason stated in 
his message is that since the lease was 
made another offer to take the prop- 
erty at a much higher rental has been 
received, The Mayor called attention 
to the fact that lands like that sought 
to be leased brought a much higher 
rental when the rent was between pri- 
vate individuals. He thought this par- 
ticular land was worth between $500 and 
$600 per annum. The matter was re- 
ferred to the Land Cor mittee. 

The weekly report of the City Audi- 
tor as to the condition of funds, and 
that of the City Treasurer of the funds 
in his hands during the month of April 
were referred to the Finance Commit- 
tee. 

CITY ATTORNEY'S REPORT. 

Accompanying the weekly report of 
the City Attorney were a number of 
ordinances which he had been requested 
to present. An ordinance for the aban- 
donment of Lambie street in East Los 
Angeles was adopted under a suspen- 
sion of the rules. Deeds for certain 
lands needed as an approach to the Los 
Feliz road bridge were formally ac- 
cepted by ordinance and ordered placed 
on record. At the reqlest of the City 
Attorney a communication from Ander-+ 
son .& Anderson with reference to a 
compromise in the action broucht by 
the city against Mrs. Nellie Fitzgerald 
to condemn a strip of land for a right- 
of-way for the Broadway tunnel was 
referred to the Board of Public Works 
for investigation. A proposition has 
been made to convey to the city the 
property involved in this action for 
$250. 

The City Clerk presented the report 
of the commissioners for the opening of 
an alley from Eighth to Ninth streets 
between Broadway and Hill, against the 
confirmation of which there had been 
no protests. It was confirmed. 

At the last regular session of the 
Board of Park Commissioners it was 
recommended to the Council that pro- 
vision be made for the establishment of 
a water system in Elysian Park. It 
was suggested that as a preparatory 
step the City Engineer be directed to 
make a survey of the park and to pre- 
pare such plans as would enable him 
to make an estimate of the cost of 
such a system, in order that it might be 
included in the coming bond issue for 
the acquisition of the city waterworks. 
When the communication from the 
Park Commission was read in the 
Council it was referred to the Water 
Supply Committee. 


FOREST PRESERVATION. 


At the last meeting of the Council a 
communication was received from the 
Forest and Water Association of Los 
Angeles county asking the Council to 
officially support the efforts of that or- 
ganization to interest the Interior De- 
partment in the matter of better pro- 
tection to the forests of this, part of 
the country. At the time it ws stated 
by members of the Council that the 
subject was one of great importance to 
the people of this city and county.., It 
was referred to the Committee on Leg- 
islation and yesterday that committee 
submitted the following report: 

“Your Committee on Legislation, to 
whom was referred the communication 
from the Forest and Water Association 
of Los Angeles county, asking that 
some action be taken by your honor- 
able body looking to the procurement 
of government assistance in the pro- 
tection of mountain forests and the 
conservation of the rainfall of this sec- 
tion, beg leave to report recommending 
the adoption of the following preamble 
and resolution: 

“Regarding a communication from the 
Fcerest and Water Association, dated 
May 4, the members of this Council 
recognize the fact that the welfare of 
Los Angeles, in common with that of 
other communities mM the valleys below 
the Sierra Madre and San Bernardino 
ranges, is largely dependent on the 
conservation of our rainfall. 

“Observation and experience teach 
us that when the mountains are cov- 
ered with forests and an abundant un- 
dergronth, these become natural reser- 
voirs, holding much of the water sup- 
plies at their sources till they can 
slowly percolate through the soil to 
reappear in sprinigs and gentle rills. 
and preventing their impetuous and 
wasteful flow to the ocean: 

“Resolved, that the letter addressed 
to the Secretary of the Intertor, under 
date of April 28, 199, by the Forest and 
Water Association of Los Angeles 
county contains a statement of facts 
of great moment to this community, 
and offers suggestions looking..to the 
remedial measures of vital importance 
which we respectfully urge upon the 
consideration of the department at 
Washington. 

‘“‘We further recommend that the City 
Clerk be instructed to forward a copy 
of said resolution to the proper au- 
thorities at Washington, D. C.” 

The recommendation of the commit- 
tee was adopted and today City Clerk 
Hance will forward to Washington the 
communication referred to. 

FINANCD COMMITTEE'S REPORT. 

The Finance Committee reported fa- 
vorably. upon the petition of certain 
manufacturers of wine and brandy for 
exemption from the provisions of the 
present liquor license ordinance. An 
amendment to that ordinance was sub- 
mimtted, in which it is provided that 
the manufacturers and producers of 
wine and brandy within the city limits, 
whose business consists exclusively of 
the handling of their own product, 
shall be exempt from the license 
charged other dealers in intoxicating 
liquors. The amendment was adopted 
under a suspension of the rules without 
division. 

Minnie J. Eachus recently made a 
demand upon the city for $3000 for al- 
leged damages occasioned to certain 
property on the corner of First and 
Boylston streets by reason of the re- 
moval of earth from First street, and 
the demand had been referred to the 
Finance Committee. On recommenda- 
tion of that committee the matter was 
referred yesterday to the City Attor- 
ney for his opinion as to any obliga- 
tion of the city in the premises. 

FULL WAGES DEMANDED. 

Councilman Todd presented the fol- 
lowing resolution and moved its adop- 
tion: 

“Whereas, by an act of the Legisla- 
ture of the State of California, ap- 
proved March 9, 1897, entitled ‘An act 
fixing the minimur rate of compensa- 
tion for labor on,public work,’ it is 
provided that the minimum compensa- 
tion to be paid for labor upon all work 
performed under the direction, control. 
or by the authority of any municipal 
corporation within this State. or of 
any officer thereof acting as such, is 
fixed at $2 per day; and that @ stipula- 


“provided; 


tion to that effect must be made a part | 
of all contracts to which any. municipal 
corporation is a party; and, whereas, 
said law is not being observed by this 
city or by the officials thereof, in that 
no contract entered into by authority 
of this Council contains the stipulation | 
for the payment of the minimum rate 
of wages at $2 per day, as in said act 
and, ‘whereas, it is well 
known that contractors in performance 
of public work under contract with the 
the city employ laborers at a less wage 
than $2 per day; now, therefore, be it 

“Resolved, that all contracts hereafter 
to be entered into under the authority 
of this Council contain the stipulation 
required by said law, that the mini- 
mum rate of wage per day be the sum 
of $2; and be it further 

“Resolved, that the City Attorney be 
notified of the passage of this resolu- 
tion, 

In support of his resolution Mr. Todd 
recited the fact that the contractors 
who wére paying their men $2 per day 
on public work were the exception and 
not the rule; in fact, he could not 
call to mind any who were so doing. 
He did not know why the law was be- 
ing thus violated, but he thought it due 
to the workingmen that they received 
that which the law provided they 
should receive. Some of the workmen, 
he said, working on important con- 
tracts are paid less than $1 per day, 
and since it was within the power of 
the Council to change this he thought 
it the duty of the members to do so. 
The resolutions were unanimously 

A few minutes afterward a petition 
asking the Council to take just the 
action that is contemplated in Mr. 
Todd's resolution was received from a 
number of workingmen. When it had 
been read President Silver stated that 
the Council had already taken the ac- 
tion that the workingmen asked, and 
there was nothing to do but to file 
their petition. 

L. G. Parker and others interested 
in the ofl business submitted a draft 
of an ordinance, the purpose of which 
is to change the existing regulations 
with reference to the storing of oil in 
the city, and the proximity of oil 
tanks to residences and other build-| 
ings. It also provides for a system of 
inspection, and a series of tests of dif- 
ferent grades of oil, making differen! 
regulations for oils of different char- 
acter. The pronosed ordinance was re- 
ferred to the Fire and Water Com- 
mittee, as the regulation of oil storage 
is a measure of fire protection. 

A numerously-signed petition was 
received from property-owners on Wall 
street, asking that the name of that 
street be changed to Myrtle avenue. 
The matter was referred to the Board 
of Public Works. 


SEVENTH REGIMENT MONUMENT. 


A committee composed of Messrs. 
Slauson, Frank and Burnham appeared 
before the Council in the interest of 
the Seventh Regiment Monument Asso- 
ciation. Mr. Slauson acted as spokes- 
man for the committee. He said he 
supposed the Council was aware that 
it ig intended to erect a monument to 
the deceased members of the Seventh 
Regiment, and that a fund had been 
raised and a design accepted. He said 
the committee was about to advertise 
for bids for the monument, ‘but as 
yet they had secured no place at 
which the shaft was to be erected. It 
had been understood all along that it 
was to be placed in one of the parks, 
and the committee now asked the 
City Council for permission to place 
the monument in the Sixth-street Park. 
Exactly what point in that park had 
not been decided, but he supposed it 
would be somewhere in the northeast 
corner. 

In reply President Silver said - that 
there would be no doubt about the 
Council's granting the request. It 
would be taken under consideration 
and would receive attention as soon as 
possible. The committee then retired. 

On recommendation of the Finance 
Committee the City Attorney was re- 
quested to prepare an amendment to 
the present license ordinance providing 
for the following exemption from its 
provisions ‘“‘For lectures on scientific. 
historical or literary subjects, musical 


parties or concerts, exhibitions or 
fairs, exhibitions of painting or 
statuary, given or made by citizens 


of this city, or for benevolent or 
charitable purposes, no licens> or per- 
mit shall be required.” 

The request of the League of Ameri- 
can Municipalities that the city of 
Los Angeles become a member of that 
organization, was referred to the 
Finance Committee. Similar action 
was taken on the protest from certain 
keepers of lodging-houses against the 
imposition of a license tax upon them 
as suggested in a proposed ordinance 
presented a week ago by the Southern 
California Hotel Association. 

On motion of Mr. Pierce the Street 
Superintendent was directed to place 
a crosswalk over Downey avenue at 
the west intersection of Johnson street. 

Mr. Pessell moved that the City 
Engineer prepare an estimete of the 
¢ost of pining a portion of the onen 
zanja on Stanley avenue, which motion 
was adopted. On motion of Mr. Pes- 
sell the Council ordered the fire 
hydrant at Twelfth and Hawthorne 
streets repaired. 


DEMAND LOWER LICENSE. 


Rol King, representing the Retail 
Liquor Dealers’ Association of the city, 
appeared to present a petition from 
that body for a reduction in the 
amount of license that is charged the 
saloon-keepers. In presenting it he 
said that their action in making this 
request had not-been hasty, but was 
due to the necessities of their business, 
He asserted that such restrictions had 
been placed upon the saloon ovsiness 
and such opposition and competition 
had resulted from recent actions of 
the Council, that unless something 
were done a number of the saloons 
would have to clos? their doors. If the 
Council intended just such action, or 
desired that result and favored pro- 
hibition, the saloon men simply asked 
that they be so informed. Referring to 
the slot machines, he said that “those 
little playthings” had been removed by 
order of the Council, and now if there 
was anything else that was wanted 
the saloon men desired that the wants 
be expressed. He declared that there” 
was a greater inducement to break the 
laws than to abide by them. He de- 
sired it known that the saloon men 
were not appearing to make complaint, 
but they believed they had rights, and 
that it was only necessary for them 
to assert what their rights were to 
secure fair treatment from the Council. 
The druggists and restaurant-keepers, 
he said, are now doing a retail busi- 
ness in competition with the saloons, 
and this competition is ruining the 
latter’s business. He then presented 
the following petition, which was re- 
ferred to the Finance Committee: 

“We, the Executive Committee of the 
Retail Liquor Dealers’ Association of 
Los Angeles, comprising 200 liquor 
dealers, each paying $50 per month to 
the city as a license fee, respectfully 
regen and show to your honorable 

ody: 

“First—That in addition to the pay- 
ment of the city license fee of $50 per 
month, each retail liquor dealer pays 
a county license of $13 per month and 
internal revenue tax at the rate of£2per 
month, making a total license fee of 
$65 per month from each dealer. 

“Second—That in view of the re- 
strictions placed upon the conduct of 
the business of the retail liquor dealer 
and of the general condition of busi- 
ness in this city and vicinity, the pay- 
ment of the license fee above men- 
tioned has become a tax upon the busi- 
ness not warranted by the profits 
thereof, but that the dealers in most 
eases have their entire caphiel- in- 
vested in their business ther@Dy ren- 
dering it impossible for them to with- 
draw from such business without sacri- 
ficing theic entire capital. upon which 
account :we believe that ‘the license fee 
charged retail liquor dealers should 
be reduced to the sum of $75 per quar- 
ter, payable in advance, and s0 be- 


lieving, will evér pray that your hon- 


enable body will by proper ordinance 
at an early date fix the licénse fee at 
said sum.”’ 

LIGHTING SPECIFICATIONS. 

The new specifications for lighting 
the city, which will be made the basis 
of the bids that are soon to be re- 
ceived for a new contract to take ef- 
fect the first of next January were pre- 
sented by the Gas and Light Commit- 
tee. In presenting them the commit- 
tee filed an important report on the 
subject of street lighting in which some 
valuable suggestions are made. The 
report, which was presented by Coun- 
cilman Vetter follows: 

“Your Gas and Light Committee beg 
leave to report as follows, suhmitting 
for your approval specifications for 
lighting the streets of the city with 
electricity. during the year from Jan- 
uary 1 to December 31, 1900, to-wit: 

“In view of the substantial reduc- 
tion in cost of lights and the securing 
of improved and metropolitan service 
by the action taken by your honorable 
body last year, as well as in response 
to the request of several companies 
who are desirous of bidding upon the 

contract, your committee deems it 
advisable that every facility be ac- 
corded the competing companies, and 
that ample time be given to enable 
the successful bidder to properly ful- 
fill his agreement. 

“It is confidently expected that the 
introduction of power transmitted from 
water sources, and other causes tending 
to cheapen the cost of production of 
electrical power, will this year so Te- 
duce the cost of lights that your hon- 
orable body will be enabled to sub- 
stantially increase the number of 
lights now in operation at the same 
cost as this year; thus affording to the 
public a more extended service with 
all its accruing benefits without in- 
creasing the expenditure for this pur- 
pose. 

“In order that a duplication of dis- 
teibuting systems may be avoided, and 
in order that bidders may be enabled, 
if they so desire .to eliminate from 
their calculations the cost of erecting 
such system, with the ever-present 
contingency that at the end of a one- 
year contract it may be left as so 
much dead stock on their hands, your 
committee strongly recommends that 
action looking toward the acquirement 
by the city of its own distributing sys- 
tem of poles an wires be taken, for it 
is just as-reasonable an in every 4ivay 
business-like that the city should own 
and control the poles and wires used 
for lighting its streets as that “the 
owner .of u building shou:d, at his 
own expenze, provide the wires for 
illuminating his building. 

“Under such a condition, any and all 
bidders would be placed upon a footing 
of absolute equality and the city wou'd 
be in a position to reap the full benefit 
from active competition, untranureled 
by fear of excessive investinent for a 
short-lived contract. 

“In order that your honocable tbody 
may be in possession of data for the 
guidance of ycur final detocminat‘ion 
in this important matter, there has 
been arranged a series of speci‘ica- 
tions designated and described as fol- 
lows: 

‘““*A’ comprises. the details of the 
lighting system as at present in opera- 
tion, with the addition of 180 new 
lights, a total of 823 lights. 

“B” is the same as “A.” except that 
for each 150-foot mast, with three ex- 
ceptions, there are substituted twice 
the number of lamps now used on such 
masts, making a total of 914 lights. 

“C” provides for construction of pole- 
line system complete without lamps, in- 
Gluding iron poles with extension arms 
in “conduit district.” Total number of 
lights, 914. 

“D’’’provides for the necessary lamps 
for entire system. 

“E” provides for power, simply in- 
cluding connection with municipal sys- 
tem at one or more given points, and 
connection of iron masts in conduit 
area with conduit system. ‘ 

“F” provides for maintenance of 
municipal system. 

“G”" is a combination of “D,” “E” 
and “F’’ under one bid, affording an 
optien as between partial and entire 
ownership of everything pertaining to 
pole-line system. 

“In addition to the above there is 
submitted for your approval specifica- 
tions calling for the furnishing of power 
for periods of five and ten years, re- 
spectively, in order that an authorita- 
tive estimate of the cost of operation 
of a municipal system may be made. 

“Under, the plan as outlined by your 
committee, all companies will be af- 
forded full and free expression and op- 
portunity to bid upon such feature or 
features as they may see fit, which 
would not be the case were any single 
plan adhered to. 

“In conclusion, your committee re- 
spectfully submits the foregoing speci- 
fications, recommending their adoption, 
and further recommend that the City 
Clerk be instructed to immediately ad- 
vertise for bids in accordance with said 
specifications.” 

There was no discussion of the re- 
port, each of the members of the Coun- 
cil having been advised of what it con- 
tained. It was adopted by unanimous 
vote. The specifications were then 
adopted at once. At the suggestion of 
Councilman Vetter, the City Clerk was 
directed to advertise for bids for a 
new ‘ighting contract, the date for 
opening the bids being fixed at May 29. 
REFERRED WITHOUT £DISCUS- 

SION. 

The official report of the Board of 
Arbitrators as to the value of the 
water plant was _ placed before the 
Council, but was not read, all of the 
members having read it as published 
in the newspapers when it was filed. 
There was no discussion of the report, 
and it was simply referred to the Water 
Supply Committee, to be held until the 
Council is ready to take some further 
action toward securing municipal 
ownership of the improvements to the 
water system. 

The following bids were received 
to construct a sewer on Clanton street. 
from a point thirteen feet west of the 
center line of San Pedro street to a 
point 150 feet west of Griffith avenue: 
B. Lorenzi, 58% cents: A. P. Pusich, 
60 cents: George Banaz, 57 cents. All 
of these bids were referred to the Sewer 
Committee. 


AFTERNOON SESSION. 


Dog Licenses to Be Doubled and 
Fees for Dog Catching Reduced, 
In spite of the fact that by the adop- 

tion of resolutions presented by Coun- 
cilman Todd at the morning session, 
the Council did all that can now be 
done toward the enforcement of the 
eight-hour law, Messrs. McGill and 
Wheeler appeared before the Council 
at the beginning of the afternoon ses- 
sion. Both made speeches, in which 
they asked that the Council take such 
action as would cause public con- 
tractors to pay their men at least $2 
per day for eight hours’ work. Presi- 
dent Silver told them that the matter 
had already been disposed of, and for 
their information had Mr. Tadd’s reso- 
lution read again. They asked to 
whom they would have to look _ for 
the enforcement of the law. They 
were told that the matter had been 
referred to the City Attorney, and 
that he would notify contractors ta 
comply with the law. 

The hearing of the protests against 
the confirmation of the report of the 
commissioners for the widening of 
Bellevue avenue between Buena Vista 
and Castelar streets, was made a 
special order of business. Only a few 
of the protestants appeared, and after 
a brief hearing, on motion of Council- 
man Baker. the further hearing of the 
protests was continued one week. and 
in the mean time the Board of Public 
Works will investigate the matter. All 
the protestants will be notified to ap- 
pear before that board Friday morning 
at 10 o’chock. 

The protestants against the opening 
of an alley in the block bounded by 


streets, were also to have been heard, 
but owing to the absence from the 
city of Attorney C. C. Wright, the 
hearing was continued for one week.

WORKS’ RE- 


The Fire and Water Committee rec- 
ommended that the petition of prop- 
erty-owners for water service on West 
Jefferson street be grantedd, and that 
the West Los Angeles Water Company 
be ordered to lay a four-inch main on 
that street between Orchard and West- 
ern avenues. The report was adopted. 
As the contract for repairing goose- 
neck hydrants is about to expire, the 
City Clerk, on recommendation of the 
Fire and Water Committee was di- 
rected to advertise for a new contract 
for one year. 

Councilman Vetter presented another 
amendment to the salary ordinance 
containing reductions that had been 
overlooked at the time that the recent 
general reduction of salaries was made. 
The amendment which was adopted 
provided that the salary of the Street 
Sprinkling Inspector shall be $81 per 
month; the Oil Ins>-ector $90 per month. 
the Boiler Inspeci: ~ $90 per month and 
the Street-swpeeing Inspector $67.50 per 
month. The amendment provides that 
these reductions shall be in force only 
for the months of May and June and 
that after that time the-salaries shal! 
be restored to what they have been 
heretofore. 

DOG LICENSES TO BE DOUBLED. 

A new ordinance regulating the 
licensing, catching and impounding of 
dogs within the city was presented. 
The measure is One of great length. It 
provides, among other things, that the 
dog license shall be $2 instead of $1, as 
at present, and that the fee for catch- 
ing, impounding and destroying dogs 
shall be 50 cents instead of $1, as here- 
tofore. The dog-catcher is to be a spe- 
cial policeman, to be appointed from 
among the force of special officers by 
the Chief of Police, and such assistants 
as he may require are to be similarly 
chosen. It is made a misdemeanor for 
any dog-catcher to enter upon private 
premises for the purpose of catching a 
dog, and is also made a similar of- 
fense for a dog-catcher take 
a dog which may be tied or 
which is being led by line or 
chain. The owner of any dog to fail to 
pay the license thereon it is also made 
a misdemeanor, and both classes of mis- 
demeanor are made punishable by a fine 
of $50 or imprisonment for fifty days. 
In times when there is danger of hydro- 


phobia, it is made possible for the 
health department to order all dogs 
muzzied. As to the killing of im- 


pounded dogs, the ordinance provides 
that such dogs shall be destroyed only 
by means of gas, and that they shall 
be killed only in the presence of a 
deputy from the health office, who shall 
certify as to the number of dogs fo 
killed. For any dog so killed the dog- 
catcher shall receive a fee of 50 cents. 

This ordinance was referred to the 
Finance Committee. Councilman Pierce 
said that he was opposed to several of 
its provisions, and unless they were 
changed he would vote against it. One 
of the reasons for the presentation of 
such an ordinanc® is that the dog fund 
has been in arrears for months, and it 
is expected that the increased tax and 
the great reduction in the fees for 
catching and impounding dogs will keep 
the fund somewhere near even. 

On motion of Councilman Baker the 
Street Superintendent was directed to 
remove the obstructions from Yale 
street between Alpine and Ord. 

Mr. Lauder moved that the Street 
Superintendent be directed to remove 
the old tracks from Los Angeles street 
between Second and Third, and to 
charge the cost of the work of removing 
them to the Los Angeles Railway Com- 
pany, the company heaving failed to 
remove them within the time mentioned 
in a previous order. The motion was 
adopted. 

Mr. Vetter moved that the City En- 
gineer be instructed to report as to the 
condition of the reservoir at the south- 
easterly corner of Sixth and Loomis 
streets, supplying Central Park with 
water, and in the mean time adopt such 
methods as are most feasible for keep- 
ing the same in a condition of safety. 
The motion was adonted. 

Mr. Toll moved that the Water Over- 
seer be instructed to reserve from the 
monthly sales of water each month at 
least four days and nights entire water 
runs to be disposed of only after it is 
determined that said reserve water is 
not needed to supply persons within the 
city who have failed to receive water 
contracted to be furnished them by the 
city. The motion was’ adopted. 

On motion of Mr. Toll the Zania Com- 
mittee was instructed to investigate 
ard report upon the feasibility of using 
within the city limits a greater rortion 
of the water now flowing in zanja No.

IAT THIs COURT HOUSR, 


REVOKING A TRUST. 


MRS. HASS AVERS THAT THE TRUS- 
TEES HAVE NO STANDING. 


Of the Three Beneficiaries Two Con- 
sent to the Revocation and the 
Third is Dead, and That, She 
Claims, Suffices. . 


A suit willl soon come to trial tn the 
courts, wherein it is sought to have 
a trust revoked, and where the curious 
spectacle will be presented of opposi- 
tion being made by the only one of the 
beneficiaries that is dead. This is the 
action begun by Mrs. Sarepta 8S. Hass, 
against the Los Angeles Orphan Home, 
the Simpson Methodist Episcopal 
Church, C. D. Howry, A. E. Pomeroy, 
R. M. Widney and L. D. Cardwell the 
amended complaint in which was re- 
cently filed. 

On August 16, 1889, Mrs. Hass, who 
was then about 70 years of age and 
not expecting to live long, made two 
deeds to C. D. Howry and A. E. Pom- 
éroy, as trustees of the express trust, 
by which she conveyed all of her prop- 
erty both real and personal to them for 
the benefit of certain named beneficia- 
ries. In those deeds it was specifically 
provided that the trustees were to hold 
title to all of the property ‘“‘for the use, 
support, and maintenance of Mrs. 
Hass during her life time. using so 
much of the income or. principal,” as 
she might require or demand. Upon 
her death—a by no means remote con- 
tingency at that time—the_ trustees 
were empowered to sell such part of 
the property as might seem best to 
them, or all of it if they so desired, 
and after all expenses arising out of 
Mrs. Hass’s death were defrayed, the 
balance was to be paid in equal parts 
to D. Cardwell, her brother, the 
Los Angeles Orphan Home and the 
Simpson Methodist Episcopal Church. 
It was also provided that in the event 
of any part of the property being sold 
during the life time of Mrs. Hass then 
the conveyance would have to be made 
by her, the proceeds of such sale to be 
subject to the terms of the indenture. 
Mrs. Hass is now about 80 years of 
age, and taking that.fact into consider- 
ation, is said to be hale and hearty, 
and wants the trust revoked. Origi- 
nally the property of the trust is said 
to have been worth about $10,000, but 
at the present time is valued at only 
half the amount. Mrs. Hass alleges 
that the deeds of trust were executed 
without consideration, despite the fact 
that in the opening clauses of the in- 
strument themselves receipt of valuable 
consideration is acknowledged. L. D. 
Cardwell and the Los Angeles Orphans’ 
Home have filed their answer in the 
action, and have consented to a revoca- 
tion of the trust, but it is alleged that 
Msesrs. Howry and Pomeroy, as trus- 
tees for the Simpson Methodist Epis- 
copal Church, have refused to consent 
to such revocation, and declare that 
they are trustees of all of the plaintiff’s 
property by virtue of the deeds made, 
and that the trust cannot be revoked 
without their consent. . 

With regard to R. M. Widney, it is 
averred that he is no trustee at all, 


of having written his name upon the 
deeds creating the trust, and having 
them filed of record at his own request. 
Mrs. Haas repudiates any such claim 
upon his part, as being without~ con- 
sent or authority from her, and with- 
out authority of law. Mrs. Hass futher 
contends that the opposition’to the 
revocation of the trust comes virtually 


from a defunct organization, Inasmuch 


although he claims to be one by reason 


as the Simpson Methodist Episcopal 
Church has ceased holdéng. services 
and has resolved to disband as an or- 
ganization and transfer all of its 
church membership to the First Meth- 
odist Episcopal Cnurch, and that by 
reason of the premises, the object of 
the trust has become impossible. 

In epitomized form the point raised 
by Mrs. Haas is that, under ‘tthe law 
specifically relating to trusts, she is 
entitled to a revocation for the reason 
that it is provided’ that if the benefi- 
claries give consent the trustees can 
have nothing to say, as they are in no 
sense parties in interest. In the case 
at bar, two of the beneficiaries‘ have 
consented, and the third has passed 
out of existence. The fact of the 
Simpson Methodist Episcopal Church 
having disbanded also makes the carry- 
ing out the terms of the trust impossi- 
ble, and for that reason, too, invalli- 
dates the trust. And as a concluding 
contention. Mrs. Hass avers that the 
deeds made reserved the power of re- 
vocation, in that no portion of her 
property should be conveyed unless she 
should execute the conveyance, and 
that the proceeds of such sale should 
remain subject to her desire or demand 
for any portion or all of the income 
or principal during her lifetime for her 
support, use and maintenance;,- and 
she alleges that she would not have 
signed the instruments, except upon the 
express provision that she should re- 
main in exclusive possession during her 
life time, and with the power to re- 
voke the deeds, if she so desired. 

The woman, who is thus seeking to 
exercise the prerogative of her sex in 
changing her mind, resides in her own 
home on Eight street, out toward Union 
avenue, and is in poor circumstances, 
The home place is on lots 8 and 10, 
block 11, of the Fairmont tract, and 
it is to reserve it to herself that the 
present suit has been brought. The 
proposition was made to her that a 
membership be procured for her in ‘the 
Hollenbeck Home, and that she shquld 
retire there to end her days without 
care or responsibility, but Mrs. Hass 
scouted any such thing while she had 
property in her own right. | 


THE ARMENIAN WINS. 


Rosanna Lugo Foregoes Her Claim 
for Services. 

In the suit of G, F. Beckham against 
Joseph Saba, Justice James yesterday 
rendered judgment in favor of the de- 
fendant. The plaintiff sued upon the 
assigned claim of Rosanna Lugo, 
Mexican girl, to recover from Saba, an 
Armenian who kept a grocery store 
on Buena Vista street, the sum of $299, 
alleged to be due for services at the 
alleged contract price of $30. per month. 
Saba in his defense denied that he had 
ever agreed to pay the girl any stipu- 
lated price, or, indeed, any price at all; 
that Rosanna had lived with him as 
his mistress, and that food, clothing 
and an abiding place were all that he 
had agreed to furnish. He claimed to 
have fulfilled his part of the contract, 

“Rosanna Lugo testified im the casé, . 
says the court in the decision of the 
action, “and it appeared that she was 
ignorant and utterly unable to calcu- 
late the simplest arithmetical problems. 
She said that she worked twenty 
months for Saba, and then stated that 
she understood that such was the 
length of time between March and De- 
cember of 1898. She further stated 
that a part of her duties was to attend 
the store of Saba, where she sold gro- 
ceries and merchandise to customers. 
It is difficult to imagine how she could 
perform that sort of work with her 
deplorable lack of education and ability 
to calculate. How she could make. 
change or ascertain weights we can 
only imagine. On the part of the plain- 
tiff, several witnesses testified to hav- 
ing seen Rosanna Lugo working about 
the store of Saba and performing dalffi- 
cult and wearying tasks. AS many 
more witnesses, on the part of the de-. 
fendant, testified that they had fre- 
quently observed the woman about the 


place, and that when they saw her she 
was lounging about smoking cigarettes 
the greater parterof the time. 
“There is no preponderance of the evi- 
dence in favor of the plaintiff's claim. 
Upon the decidedly unpalatable defense 
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' made by the defendant, it would be a 
more pleasant task to grant the prayer 
of the plaintiff than to decide otherwise, 
but I consider the evidence insufficient 
to justify such a conclusion. Judg- 
ment will therefore be that the plain- 
tiff take nothing by the action, and tnat 
the defendant recover his costs.”’ 


BOYS FOR IONE, 


Gare to Be Exercised in Segregating 
Oriminals from Incorrigibles. 

When the act to establish a State 
reform schoo! for juvenile offenders at 
Whittier passed the Legislature of 
"1889, it was scarcely foreseen just how 
the act would work out. Several rea- 
sons have been given as explanatory 
of the fact that the work of reforming 
juvenile offenders has not been the suc- 
céss anticipated, but there has been 
one that has provoked attention re- 
peatedly, and that the District At- 
torney’s office is about to take means 
to rectify. 

Section 16 of the act referred to pro 
vides that any girl or boy, between 
tne ages of 5 and 18 years, convicted of 
crime—save where the penalty is life 


imprisonment or death—may be com: 
mitted to the reform school by any 
Superior Court of the State, for a 


the term of su¢h 

minor’s minority. In section 20 of the 
Same act provision is made for the 
eommitment of incorrigible boys and 
girls, and also minors where _ proof 
has been made by the mother or 
guardian that the father is dead or 
has abandoned his family, or is a 
habitual drunkard, or does not pro- 
vide for the minor, or where it ap- 
pears that such minor is destitute of 
a suitable home and of adequate means 
of obtaining an honest livelihood, or 
is in danger of being brought up tc 
lead an idle and immoral life. The 
act thus provided for three classes of 
juveniles that were to be eligible for 
admittance to Whittier—criminals un- 
der age, incorrigible boys and girls 
and minors likely to drift into a vicious 
life. The first two classes have filled 
the school to overflowing, and conse- 
quently the third has been unrepre 
gented., 

For a long time it has been realized 
that a great mistake was being made 
in confining the criminally-tainted in 
the same institution with minors that 
have been committed merely as incorri- 
gibles and particularly as many of these 
incorrigibles have been guilty only of 
an excess of high spirits that led them 
into mischief and disobedience, having 
no criminal taint. The inevitable result 
of associating these two classes of 
minors has been the.contamination of 
the better-disposed boys, particularly 
when the latter have been-of compara- 
tively tender years. To obviate this as 
much as possible in the future, it is 
intended by the District Attorney that 
when a boy well advanced in years, as 
Well as crime, is brought up for com, 
mit t, that representations 
shall’ be made to the court as will re- 
sult in the boy being sent to’ the 
Preston School of Industry at Ione in 
preference to Whittier. As. time 
passes the latter school will be given 
up to. the younger boys, and the elder 
ones be gathered together at Ione, and 
there is said to be a general idea 
throughout the several counties that 
some such plan ought to be followed. 
The Preston School of Industry is be- 
ing carried on under more favorable 
conditions, in some respects, than is 
the school at Whittier. To begin with

e school has a larger tract of land 
there being 600 acres, of which there 
are 175 acres under cultivation. The 
institutional method is being modified 


at Tone, too, and the family plan that. 


has given such encouraging results in 
Great Britain and the Eastern States 
is being partially adopted. It being 


conceded that the preservation of the, 


family life is far preferable to the 
massing of hundreds of boys together 
an effort in this direction is being 
made at Ione. The first building erected 
was the large administration building 
in which about 175 boys are housed; ir: 
deed, the full number at the school. 
There are now being erected, however, 
two new buildings on the new plan. 
These are large double cottages, each 
of which will accommodate 100 boys 
and will, be provided with dining and 
sitting rooms just as in any ordinary 
family, only on a more extended scale 

Upon the boy being entered at Ione 
he is put in the lowest of the four 

es. and thenceforward it depends 
upon himself whether the term for 
which he has been committed is cut 
short or not. There is a sxrstem of 
credits and rewards, and upon these 
the boy is promoted from grade to 
grade until he has passed from the 
fourth to the first, when he is eligible 
for release on parole. Corporal punish- 
ment has not been abandoned, but it 
ig inflicted under stringent regulations. 
Any infraction the rules is_re- 
ported to the superintendent, and when 
corporal punishment is inflicted it is 
in the presence of the superintendent 
and by an officer of the school. 

Half of each day is taken up with 
study, and the other half in learning 
some trade. Carpentering, tailoring 
bootmaking, electrical engineering 
printing and bookbinding. blacksmith- 
ing, are all taught, and shorthand and 
typewriting are also added to the gen- 
eral course of study. Generally the 
system of study is the same ais in the 
public schools of the State up to the 
ninth grade. 


CHARGED WITH BURGLARY. 


Trial of Young Stephen Lukini Now 
- in Progress. 

Stephen Lukini was brought to trial 
yesterday in Department One, before 
Judge Smith and a jury, on the charge 
of burglary. The defendant is but 17 
years, and has resided in the district 
about Alpine and Ord streets. 

It is alleged that Lukini stole a large 
piece of meat from a butcher shop, and 
Was seen by a police officer talking 


’ with a number of other boys, with the 


meat still in his hands. He was there- 
upon put under arrest, but when being 
taken to the Police Station contrived to 
escane from the patrol wagon. From 
thence on the efforts of the police to 
find him were unavailing, but he finally 
_surrendered himself to the authorities 
on the advice of his friends, maintain- 
ing his innocence and telling a story of 
his having lawfully come into posses- 
sion of the meat he is now being tried 
for stealing. The prosecution closed its 
case, save for one witness, yesterday.

Council of Women: 

“Mrs. Alden was born fn Alton, Iowa.

She was mar- 
ried to John Alden, one of the editors 
of the Recorder, in 1896.

OATALINA DE CUBA. 


A TYPICAL INTERIOR TOWN UNDER 
WAR AFTERMATH. 


Nearly Fight Thousand Population 
Reduced by Starvation to Eigh- 
tecn Hundred — Homeless chfl. 
dren—Red Cross to the Rescue. 


[SPECIAL CORRESPONDENCE OF THE TIMES.) 


CATALINA (Cuba,) April 29.—After 
Dr. Hubbell the Red Cross field agent, 
assisted by three American ladies and 
a Cuban physician, had been working 
a fortnight in. Guines and Catalina, I 
oame over from Havana to see what 
progress they had made. ' 

Guines (pronounced (Wee-nis,) is the 
largest town, next to the capital, in 
Havana province. It lies southeast 
from Havana city, about forty miles’ 
by rail, and Catalina is fifteen miles 
beyond. The United Railway of Cuba, 
having erudgingly given  half-rate 
transportation to Red Cross members, I 
took my printed order for mitad de 
precio—mitigation of price—to the 
“Jefe de la estacion,”’ and paid $2 for 
half-rate to Catalina, receiving t@erefor 
a three-cornered bit of pas (board 
which the accommodating ‘J * cut 
crosswise with a pair of shears from 
the regular ticket. Thus a little mental 
arithmetic will show that full fare for 
the short journey, in the coin of the 
country, minus 20 cents on a dollar, ex- 
change, is $4.80. Rather expensive 
traveling is this in Cuba, all things 
considered. The ramshackle old cars, 
diecarded years ago from some ancient 
railroad. of Engiand or the United 
States, are labeled first, second and 
third-class. What the second and third 
classes are like may be left to con- 
jecture. Those of the alleged ‘first’ 
grade are about like emigrant cars on 
our western railways, except that these 
furnish no drinking water to thirsty 
travelers, or othher conveniences what- 
ever; no train boys sally through, 
bringing books, fruits and gum, and in 
some cases there is no glass in the 
windows—only wooden shutters whieh 
when closed to keep out dust exclude 
the blessed air as well, to say nothing 
of the pleasant prospect. 

Barring * railway discomforts, the 
journey to Catalina is delightful, leav- 
ing Havana at 1 p.m., changing cars at 
Guines and reaching the destination 
not far from 5 o'clock. The face of the 
country differs greatly from that seen 
along the other branch of the United 
Railway leading to Matanzas and Clen- 
fuegos. The scenery in this corner of 
Cuba is not unlike that of Ohio and 
Indiana—except the absence of culti- 
vated farms and the continual pres- 
ence of royal palms, long lines of them 
trending off in all irections like 
plumed parade. There 
are clumps of banana trees, too, their 
leaves arched wide, and rows of pink- 
tinted pineapple plants, bristling like 
clustered bayonets. Here and there 
hedges of yellowish-green foliage, re- 
sembling Osage orange, remind one of 
the great prairie farms of Illinois, and 
fences of piled-up stones speak of 
thrifty New England. Clear streams 
are frequent;. corn is knee-high in a 
few scattered fields, and the thick, 
coarse grass of the meadows raises 
anew the old query, why, in this land 
of condensed milk -and rank, imported 
butter, dairy farms are not established. 
Of course, we know that all the cattle 
of the island were killed and eaten dur- 
ing the war, but now that peace is re- 
stored, why do not some _ sensible 
Americans awake from their never-to- 
be-realized dreams of amassing colos- 
sel fortunes in Cuba and come down to 
the simple and feasible business of 
making butter, raising chickens and 
cultivating market gardens? Poultry 
sells in Havana today at prices un- 


heard of in the United States, the 
smallest and scrawniest of fowls 
bringing from $1.50 to $3 each. Eggs 


cost $8 per crate; cow milk, 20 cents 
per quart, and most of the common 
vegetables are not to be had for love 
or money. This valley of Guines is one 
of the richest sections of Cuba, which 
formerly sent to the Havana markets 
onions and boniatas (a kind of sweet 
potato,) to the value of $3,000,000 a 
year, to say nothing of its corn and 
Sugar cane. Nowhere else does the 
landscape show such brilliant coloring, 
in the dark red earth, bright blue sky 
and deep green foliage. It is a very 
paradise of climate, with soil of un- 
paralleled richness, but desolated by 
war's relentless hand. Not a farm- 
house is left standing, none having es- 
caped destruction by one army or the 
other. Only an occasional hut is seen 
in the open country, shaped like an in- 
verted V, its thatched roof and palm- 
leaf walls forming a picturesqte fea- 
ture. It is worth knowing, in a com- 
mercial sense, that two crops a year 
of corn, onions and Irish potatoes are 
here grown and marketed. This is an 
absolute certainty, independent of any 
freaks of the weather, the water 
supply being regulated by irriga- 
tion. They say that three crops a 
year are possible, but surely two in 
such generous proportion, with an ‘un- 
interrupted succession of vegetables 
ou ~ to satisfy any reasonable man. — 

ere are a great many small sta- 
tions along the railway route to Cata- 
lina, because in Cuba’s golden days of 
rich plantations roads were built ex- 
pressly to accommodate the planters 
each of whom was as a king in his 
own domain, his casa and sugar mill 
being the center of a Village of serfs 
They are now mostly kings deposed. 
their fields aid waste, mills. and 
houses burned; and only the serfs re- 
main to beg of passing travelers 
Every station is thronged:- with mendi- 
cants, mostly women and children 
whose pitiful rags and emaciated faces 
accentuate their tales of woe. Each

empty, grass-grown streets somehow 


remind one of down-at-the-heel old 
Alexandria, near Washington, D. C. 
Three years ago Catalina had some- 


thing over 8000 inhabitants and today 
has barely 1800. This calculation does 
not’ include the reconcentrado influx, 
but reckons only the normal popula- 
tion. Where are the rest, do you ask? 
Gone to glory, my friends, by’ the 
slow but sure route of starvation, as- 
sisted for a time by smallpox. During 
the latter scourge the authorities 
thought to stay its ravages by com- 
pulsory inoculaition, with the result 
that hundreds of the poor creatures 
died of it, being too feeble to endure 
vaccination. 

The quaint old village church, with its 
stone stairs outside leading up to a di- 
lapidated tower full of rusty bells, is 
in a more deplorable state than most 
of its neighbors, having longer stabled 
the Spanish horses. The interior is a 
total wreck, floors entirely gone and 
altars broken into kindling wood. Of 
all its sacred belongings but one thing 
is left—a painting of the Virgin and 
Child, placed too high upon the wall 
to be easily reached, and as we en- 
teed the dreary ruin, a ray of sunlight 
from the open door illumined the in- 
fant Christ as with a halo, an omen, 
let us hope, of blessings ta come. From 
among the débris of human bones, bits 
of harness and broken horseshoes scat- 
tered under foot, I picked up a skull, 
evidently that of a half-grown youth, 
one side gone, cut smoothly off by a 
saber or machete stroke. 

Later we walked down the weedy 
road to the Campo Santo, at the edge 
of the village. It is a tiny God’s acre, 
with walls of plastered stone and a 
larger and later annex fenced with 
split palm trunks set upright in the 
red earth. A row of black vultures, 
perched above the arched gateway, 
gazed at us with speculative eyes, but 
did not stir, having probably madé« too 
many hearty meals on the human spe- 
cies not to regard them avith favor. 
The gate to this poor little “Field of 
Saints” was tied with a bit of rope, 
and its red soil without a blade of 
grass or green thing growing, has been 
rounded up into regular mounds. It 
was swept as clean as all the rest of 
the village, barring an occasional scat- 
tered rib or marrow bone. There are 
a few rather pretentious graves, each 
surmounted by a glass-faced box con- 
taining the hideous wreaths of black 
and white beads which find such favor 
in the eyes of mourning Spanish-Amer- 
icans. Other graves were marked by 
black-painted wooden crosses, but the 
great majority had only two sticks, 
tied together in cruciform fashion, latd 
on top or stuck in the earth at the 
head. Vagrant breezes and passing 
footsteps disarranged this 
symbol of the Christian’s hope which 
some stricken heart has placed above 
its beloved dead, and though the em- 
blem means, personally, little to me, I 
have hundreds of times stooped to re- 
place it and tie the crosspiece more 
securely. 

The Alcalde, or village Mayor, who 
accompanied us to the cemetery, 
pointed out two rough boxes, one long, 
the other shorter—which stand on end 
inside the gateway and remarked that 
in them more than six thousand of 
his friends and neighbors had been 
brought to their eternal rest within 
three years. Out among the weeds of 
an unfenced field, a few rods away, 
stood a heavy, two-wheeleA oxcart. 
huge tongue high in air, the village 
hearse, in which the six thousand had 
taken their last short journey. Across 
one corner of the cemetery a second 
wall is placed, inclosing a triangular 
space, which is filled to the brim with 
human bones partially burned, but 
by no means reduced to dust. In front 
of this was the most ghastly sight of 
all, a fresh lot of miscellaneous bones, 
skulls, coffin boards, shrouds, shoes, 
etc.. lately evicted from rented graves 
and made ready for the semi-annual 
burning. Many of the skulls had hair 
clinging to them. I noticed that one 
was thin and gray, as of an old man: 
another avyas almost a chestnut brown, 
and on top of the heap, close by the 
trunk of a body still wrapped ina half- 
decayed: blanket, lay a mass of shining 
jet-black hair, loosened from the head 
to which it had belonged, but yet con- 
fined to a coil by rusty pins. To wus it 
seems strange, indeed, that our Spanish- 
American neighbors attach so little 
sacredness to the “earthly tenement” 
after the soul has left it. 

As may readily be imagined, Dr. Hub- 
bell and his assistants found dreadful 
conditions at Catalina. The remaining 
handful of population has suffered so 
many woes and are so utterly destitute 
that they are like one stunned a 
series of blows, with: neither hope* nor 
ambition for the future. It was the 
children, especially, whom the Red 
Cross came to rescue, and many help- 
less waifs were found without a living 
relative. In several case two or three 
little children .were huddled together 
in an abandoned building subsisting 
on wild boniaces, or whatever gsrraps 
they could pick up like prowling dogs. 
There were young. girls 
without protection and almost without 
clothes, sleeping on the ground at 
night and unable to wash their few 
filthy rags, having nothing else to put 
on. One woman, 30 years of age, crip- 
pled with rheumatism so that she could 
not walk, but got about in a half-sit- 
ting posture, as some babies creep, had 
nothing to cover her mature nakedness 
but part of an old shawl. All these 
were speedily collected by the Red 
Oross workers and given the first 
square meal they can remember. A 
house was at once set .apart by the 
Mayor for use as an orphanage, and 
part of his own house turned over to 
Dr. Hubbell and the ladies for their 
residence. Cots, bedding. whole bolts 
of calico and unbleached muslin and 
a few ready-made. garments were im- 
mediately provided. The first thing 
was to give each orphan a thorough 
bathing and attend scientifically to his, 
or her, itch, lice, sores, ete.: then all 
their vermin-infested rags were burned 
and they were put to bed until gar- 
ments could be had. The poor crea- 
tures were so weak from famine and 
so utetrly exhausted from hardships 
borne, that simply to lie still, sure of 
shelter, safety and food, left them 
nothing to desire in all this weary 
world. I regret to say that our supply 
of ready-made clothing, seut by aux- 
jliary societies in the North, is exceed- 
ingly limited, so half a hundred calico 
dresses and cotton trousers, and hlouses 
of assorted sizes, had to be made with 
all possible speed. The ladies of the 
village tendered their services, brought 
their sewing machines and worked with 
a will. As each well-washed child 
emérged from its crysalis of filthy 
rags and appeared in decent raiment, 
with nourishing food in its long-fam- 
ished stomach, the transformation was 
so marvelous that if our good friends 
of the North could see jt, they wonldé 
never.relax their efforts in behalf of 
Red Cross supplies until the good work 
is carried to the remotest corner of 
the island.

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BY AN UNIQUE METHOD 


ARMY AND NAVY CONSUMPTIVES 
ARE TO BE TREATED. 


Government Sanitarium at Fort 
Stanton the First of Its Kind. 
Case of Mrs. Rich—Rough Riders’ 
Reunion—Lee and Gilliland, 


(SPECIAL CORRESPONDENCE OF THE TUES. 

EL PASO (Tex.,) May 12.—Mrs. J. 
D. Rich, for whose extradition Mexico 
made application last week, did not ap- 
pear before Judge Sexton on Wednes- 
day, as Was expected, claiming that she 
was too ill to do so. The case was in 
consequence postponed until the 18th of 
May. 

The Sheriff of Dona Ana county, N. 
M., went up to Alamogordo some days 
ago to secure witnesses for the trial 
of Lee and Gilliland, who are actused 
of being responsible for the disappear- 
ance of Col. Fountain and his little son 
about three years ago. The trial will 
open at Hillsboro, N. M., on the 25th 
inst. It is said that the Territory is 
determined to be ready for trial if 
possible. 

Dr. J, O. Cobb, who is to have charge 
of the government sanitarium at Fort 
Stanton, N. M., says that only invalids 
from the army and navy will be ad- 
mitted. He cannot tell when the build- 
ings will be ready for patients, as many 
of them have gone to ruin and will re- 
quire extensive repairs, which have not 
even been commenced yet. Bids for 
the work will be called for in a short 
time. It will probably take several 
months to get the place in order. Dr. 
Cobb says that there are hundreds of 
consumptive soldiers and sailors at 
other hospitals who will be brought 
to the new sanitarium as soon as pos- 
sible. .He admits that the method of 
treatment will be a new departure for 
the government, but he declines to give 
any information upon the subject, fur- 
ther than that the hospital at Fort 
Stanton will be the first of its kind in 
the United States, and its method of 
treating consumptives unique. The 
sanitarium will be connected by rail 
with El Paso as soon as the extension 
of the Northeastern Railroad, now be- 
ing built, reaches that point, and will 
draw a great part of its supplies from 
this city. 

After all it looks now as if the re- 
union of the Rough Riders would not 
be held in El Paso. Col. Roosevelt was 
asked by wire if he’ would attend a 
reunion here in July, and he replied 
that it would be utterly impossible 
for him to do so. The El Paso people 
seem to think that a reunion of the 
Rough Riders without Col. Roosevelt 
would not amount to much, and in- 
terest in the matter has waned in 
consequence. 

J. G. D. Boyd, a wealthy cattle man 
from Casas Grandes neighborhood, in 
Mexico, was in El Paso a few days ago. 
He said that one evening some time 
ago a man by the name of Quigley, a 
former resident of Deming, N. M., who 
was well known to him, accompanied 
by another man, passed his house. He 
invited them to spend the night, but 
they insisted on going on. The fol- 
lowing morning Boyd sent some men 
out to bring in his work horses. The 
horses could not be found, but a num- 
ber of pack animals were grazing on 
the place. Boyd followed the trail and 
five miles away he came to the place 
where Quigley and his companion evi- 
dently camped. One of the party point- 
ing to a spot where buzzards were 
fiying, they went there and found the 
body of Quigley a few feet beneath the 
surface with a fearful wound in his 
head. The deed had evidently been 
committed with a pick while he was 
asleep. It was decided that the Dem- 
ing man had been murdered and robbed 
by his partner, who had also stolen 
Boyd’s horses. It is believed that the 
murderef will soon be captured. 

It is said that the Texas Legislature 
will appropriate $40,000 for the main- 
tenance of the State Rangers. About 
the only opposition to the ranger serv- 
ice comes from east Texas members, 
who do not know the great usefulness 
of the brave band of men to the un- 
protected sections of the western coun- 
try. The rangers have not only proven 
themselves useful in the suppression 
of lawlessness in the frontier country, 
but they have often been called upon 
by the authorities to assist in preserv- 
ing order in some of the well-populated 
counties of the State. 

The Texas and Pacific Railway is 
building at San Martin, in Reeves 
county. Tex., a reservoir to hold 400,000. - 
000 gallons of water. A wall of solid 
masonry forty feet high reaches across 
@ valley connecting two hills. The 
floor of the reservoir will cover eighty 
acres. The water will be pumped 
through pipes and distributed along 
the road, thus avoiding the. necessity 
of hauling water, as has been custom- 
ery hitherto during dry weather. 

A mass-meeting of the citizens of 
Las Vegas has been held and a cor- 
dial invitation extended to the Rough 
Riders to hold their reunion there June 
25. Any amount of money necessary 
was pledged to further the entertain- 
ment. 


THOMPSON WINS. 


De Courcy Makes a Game and Hope- 
less Fight. 


Billy de Courcy fought a game but 
hopeless fight with Bob Thompson at 
the Athletic Club last night, and he 
fought so well that when the decision 
was given against him in the thirteenth 
round, his friends jumped into the ring, 
picked him up and carried him to his 
corner and patted him on the back 
with as much enthusiasm as if he were 
the winner.

WHEELMEN ORGANIZE. 


Branch of the L.A.W. is Formed in 
Los Angeles. 
Los Angeles Consulate No. 1. of the 
League of American Wheelmen was 


“‘perganized last evening with a charter 


membership of twenty men, at the 
rooms of the Wanderers’ Cycling Club, 
No. 345 South Main street. In addition 
to organizing, the wheelmen adopted a 
constitution and elected officers. These 
are the steps necessary to take before 
application can be made to the L.A.W. 
for a charter. The charter will be ap- 
plied for immediately, and will doubt- 
less be on hand at the next meeting of 
the cyclists, which will be held: at the 
same place next» Monday evening. 

J. 8. Thayer acted as temporary 
chairman and called the meeting to 
order shortly before 9 o’clock. The pro- 
ceedings set down by the L.A. W. for 
the organization of consulates were fol- 
lowed, and the meeting proceeded to 
the election of officers. F. M. Coulter 
was chosen as president and J. J. Jen- 
kins as secretary. Following the elec- 
tion of these two officers, a resolution 


to work for the improvement of streets, 
the establishment of cycle paths, the 
erection of guide boards and the proper 
enforcement of ordinances and street 
regulations. 

The constitution as given out by the 
L.A.W. for the use of consulates in or- 
ganization was adopted, on the condi- 
tion that it might be changed at any 
regular meeting of the organization.

Unlimited Power from it a 


Fallacy? 


Literary Digest:] Charles EB. Tripler 
sarehaae in his assertion that he can 
make ten gallons of. liquid air from | 
the power derived from three gallons 
In a recent discussion of the subject 
in the American Society of Mechanical 
Engineers at which the inventor was 
present, he spoke as follows as reported 
by the official stenographer of the so- 
ciety: 

“There have been a good many pretty 
wild statements about this air. They 
are only wild because we do not know 
anything about it. Prof. Chandler the 
other night said we are down in a tem- 
perature and in conditions that we 
know nothing about. It has been my 
privilege in fussing around in different 
branches of natural science to strike 
onto this thing. They want to know 


ing into it. I did it by hard work, sit- 
ting up nights, ruined my eyes, and all 
that sort of thing. 

“There was a remark made in a pa- 
per that has troubled the scientists, 
and I have got more letters, and more 
people have talked to me about it, from 
all over the country than you would 
readily believe. The remark was that 
I can make ten gallons out of three 
gallons. I am talking here before an 
intelligent audience composed largely 
of engineers, and I can say that not 
only can I make three gallons, but.1 
can make 500 gallons. Three gallons are 
enough to run an’engine. These young 
men here this evening have shown 
you that you can condense this air the 
same as you can water. It is only a 
matter of temperature. Liquid air is 
simply the air in this room with the 
heat taken out of it. If I can find 
something that will take the heat out 
of this room, I have got liquid air. Na- 
ture does not use any ponderous con- 
densing engines, but she makes more 
cold than we knowanythingof. This 
stuff in nature’s laboratory would be 
solid. All we have ‘got to do is to go 
twenty miles up Im the air, and take 
that with us, if we could, and that 
would be solid. I can take that in my 
laboratory and freeze it solid. I can 
take the air in this room and condense 
it and run it down in a stream. Now, 
if we take our three gallons of air 
and charge a suitable piece of machin- 
ery and use that three gallons over 
and over again, I see no reason why 
we should not make ten gallons or 100 
gallons, ag long as we use that power 
for making liquid air. I use steam at 
present for making liquid air. We take 
100 pounds of ammonia in an ice ma- 
chine, and we use the ammonia over 
and over again, and we make ice, make 
cold. Now if you wanted to condense 
ammonia instead of making ice, you 
would not think anything if I told you 
I could condense 500 gallons or pounds 
of ammonia, because you know of it; 
but you do not know anything about 
this thing, that is the trouble.” 

Of course much depends on this as- 
sertion of Mr. Tripler’s, and that is 
why scientific men are unwilling to be- 
lieve it until they see the thing actually 
done. If Mr. Tripler has done what he 
tells us he has done, they say, he has 
placed at our disposal in the atmos- 
phere about-us an unlimited source of 
power; in other words, he has done 
with atmospheric temperature what the 
old strivers after perpetual motion 
tried to do with gravitation—made it 
the means of getting out of a machine 
an indefinite amount of work over and 
above the amount that is put into It. 
The comment of the American Ma- 
chinist is as follows: 

“Mr Tripler ; not only shows 
us what he has to say, but he shows 
us at the same time how little he has 
to say. The production of liquid air is 
a very simple thing, Mr. Tripler tells 
us. It is merely a matter of tempera- 
ture. So the production of powér from 
falling water is merely a matter of 
altitude. . What incalculable power 
would be in the waters of the ocean if 
we could find some lower level into 
which they could be continually in- 
duced to flow. Three gallons of liquid 
air may, of course, be made to produce 
a certain effect either in power or in 
refrigeration, just as three pounds of 
steam may be made to produce a cer- 
tain effect in power or in heating, but 
neither with the one nor with the other 
can this effect be repeated; the liquid 
air becomes atmospheric air, and tihe 
steam becomes Water, and before either 
can again do the same work. it must 
be reconverted by the expenditure of. 
fuel or force. The same is true of the 
ammonia gas in the ice’ machine, to’ 
vshich Mr. Tripler refers; it repeat- 
edly gives out.and absorbs again’a cer- 
tain amount of-heat, but it can only do 
it once for one compression and expan-

the compressor is the essential faetor. 
The ammonia. does not reliquefy itself, 
nor can the liquid air do so; still less 
can it liquefy another and a larger 
than itself. 

and much to be regretted, that he 
should be making these absurd state- 
ments. His work in producing liquid 
air in large quantities and by simple 
apparatus is an important achieve- 
ment, for which he is entitled to the 
highest consideration, and for which he 
should receive sufficient pecuniary re- 
ward, but_it becomes more and more 
evident continually that Mr. Tripler 
does not know as yet much more than 
the rest of us how to use the liquid air 
in practica¥and profitable ways. While 
of great valve in the laboratory of the 
investigator, and also promising to be 
of help to the surgeon, and in some 
other minor ways, it does not yet touch 
the everyday work of the world in a 
helping or a transforming way, and so 
there is as yet little money in it.” 

In the Stevens Institute Indicator, 
President Henry Morton of Stevens 
Institute of Technology thus subjects 
Mr. Tripler’s claims to mathematical 
analysis: 

“We are told that Mr. Tripler uses 
to make his liquid air a steam engine 
of fifty-horse power, and that with tdis 
he can make liquid air at the rate of 
fifty gallons a day. This I know from 
other sources is substantially correct, 
and means that each horse power in a 
day (say ten hours) makes one gallon 
of liquid air. In other words, one gal- 
lon for ten horse power hours. 

“It is again stated ... that a 
cubic foot of liquid air contains 800 
cubic feet of air at ordinary atmos- 
pheric temperature and pressure, or, in 
other words, any volume of liquid air, 
if adequately heated, will expand 800 
times in reaching atmospheric tempera- 
ture and pressure. This also is substan- 
tially correct. . .. If we apply to 
the above data the well-known and 
universally accepted formula for the 
maximum work done by air when ex- 
panded at constant temperature... 
we find that a pound of liquid air in 
expanding 800 times would develop 
about 190,000 foot-pounds of work. As 
a gallon of liquid air weighs about 
eight pounds this would give eight 
times as many foot-pounds, or 1,520,000 
If this work were accomplished in an 
hour it would represent almost exactly 
three-fourths of a horse power, because 
one horse power means 1,980,000 foot- 
pounds of work per hour, and 1,520,000 
is only a trifle over three-fourths of 


“r'rom the above it foNows as a mat- 
ter of absolute certainty that the maxi- 
mum power which liquid air could de- 
velop in an ideally perfect engine with- 
out any loss from friction or other 
cause would be about three-fourths of 
a horse power for an hour for each 
gallon of liquid air expanded 

“We have seen, however, that with 
his fifty-horse power plant, which on 
account of its. size should operate 
with considerable efficiency, Mr. Tripler 
makes only one gallon of liquid air 
with ten horse-power hours. In other 
words, he requires to make a gallon 
of liquid air twelve times as much 
power as a gallon of liquid air could 
pissibly develop in an ideally perfect 
engine. | 
“In face of this, how supremely ab- 
surd is the statement that with a little 
engine such as the pictures and de- 
scriptions in the McClure article show, 
lacking all conditions for efficient work, 
Mr. Tripler an make ten gallons of 
liquid air by the use of three.” 
President Morton says in conclusion: 
“The really difficult thing to explain 
in connection with this McClure article 
on Mr. Tripler and his liquid air, is 
how those concerned in its publication 
(being, as I do not doubt, honest men,) 
can be deceived or have so deceived 
themselves as to make and repeat such 
obviously impossible statements.”

J. P. asks: A man buys a lot subject 
to a mortgage. If the mortgage is 
foreclosed and the sale of the lot does 
not satisfy the debt, can other prop- 
erty be attached to satisfy the de- 
ficiency ? 

The failure of the mortgage security 
to satisfy the debt does not annul the 
debt. The proper way is to take a 
deficiency judgment on foreclosure. 


H. E. P. asks: A man dying in New 
Hampshire leaves real estate and 
money in that State; he also leaves 
money in a bank in San Francisco. He 
made a will and appointed an executor 
in New Hampshire. Will there have to 
be an executor appointed in San Fran- 
cisco before the heirs can get their 
money from the San Francisco bank? 

The executor properly qualifying in 
New Hampshire can file his letters 
with a copy of the probated will in San 
Francisco if he has to sue the bank; 
otherwise, the bank has full right to 
pay the money to him on the presenta- 
tion of his letters of administration 
and the will duly certified. 


A. D. writes: A owns forty acres of 
land joining the main ditch of an irri- 
gating company; the right-of-way is 
owned by the company, and A has 
nothing to pay for it. 

B has forty acres below the property 

of A. A refuses B the privilege of a 
ditch through his place unless B pays 
him. Can the ditch company condemn 
laid for a right-of-way for a ditch 
through A’s place? 
e ditch company, under the irriga- 
tion laws, can condemn lands, where 
necessary, but must pay A for the land 
taken and the damages he sustains 
thereby. 


7. E. B. writes: A buys a lot from B 
on the installment plan, and pays $25 
as first payment, and then stops.

P. 8. asks: First, does the tenant 
have to give the landlord any notice 
before moving? Second, does not the 
landlord have to give the tenant a 
month’s notice in advance if he wishes 
the tenant to move? Third, if the 
tenant's month extends from the 10th 
of one month to the 10th of the next, 
must he be out of the house before the 
day of the 10th of that next month? 

Where a tenancy is for a definite 
time, as from month to month, no notice 
is nec on either side. He has 
the day of the 10th to remove in. 


1.G. writes: Mr. B. had a deed of his 
property made out, but not ded. 
The property was UWeeded to wife. 
This was to go into effect at Mr. B's 
decease. The lawyer who drew up the 
document said: “Shall I keep it?’ Mr. 
B said: ‘*‘¥Yes,” but for no stated time. 
Afterward he asked for the deed, and 
the lawyer refuses to give it up, saying 
that he has no right to do so. Can he 
legally hold it? Now, with this docu- 
ment in existence, can Mr. B sell his 
property? Are the laws in California 
and the other States the same in re- 
gard to this? 


The law is the same everywhere as to) 


the delivery of a deed; namely, that 
until actual delivery either to the 
grantee or an agent of the grantee au- 
thorized to receive it .the deed is abso- 
lutely subject to withdrawal by the 
grantor. The lawyer to whom it was 
entrusted for safe keeping has no right 
to hold it against the wish of the 
grantor nor to deliver it without his 
consent. 

Mr. B has the right to sell; but, if in 
anyway, without lawful delivery, the 
deed should be recorded, it would be a 
cloud on the title. The better way is 
for Mr. B to recover the deed from the 
lawyer by an action of replevin. 


Cc. G. writes: A purchased a certain 
amount of stock in a California mer- 
cantile corporation (which had been do- 
ing business for several years,) com- 
posed of five stockholders, who were 
directors. Should A have reason to be- 
lieve that the business is being inten- 
tionally operated by the five directors 
prepjudiciously to his interests, has A 
any legal recourse? In the instance al- 
luded to, the corporation has no 
laws—apparently an oversight in incor- 
porating. 

Would this fact in any manner affect 
the concern as an incorporation? 

Could this defect be ecured at the 
present time, or in the future by the 
five directors without consulting A as 


, to the provisions of the same? 


A’s stock was purchased from the 
treasury. Would it make any differ- 
ence whether or not he knew of the de- 
fect at the time of purchase? 

In California and everywhere the di- 
rectors of a corporation hold a fiduciary 
to the stockholders, collectively and 
individually, and are intrusted with 
the management of the corporate prop- 
erty for the common benefit and ad- 
vantage of each stockholder, and are 
precluded by their ecceptance of the 
trust from doing any act or engaging 
in any transaction in which their pri- 
vate interests will conflict with their 
duty to the stockholders, and from. 

ing any use of their power or of 
the corporate property for their own 
advantage (93 be -» And courts 
of equity will not permit directors in 
the exercise of their duties es directors 
to make a profit for themselves to the 
exclusion the other stockholders (93 
Cal., 29; 60 Cal., 140; 63 Cal., 466.) Nor 
does it matter that there are no written 
or formal bylaws. Their obligation 
does not rest on bylaws, but on the 
very nature of their relation to the 
stockholders as trustees. 

The fact of the absence of bylaws 
does not in any manner affect the re- 
sponsibilities of the incorporation. 

Unless some other way is provided by 
the charter for making bylaws, the di- 
rectors can now or in the future make 
bylaws at a regular meeting, and with- 
out private consuKation with any 
stockholder, but not so as in any way 
to injure prior or vested rights; and 
such bylaws must be just, equal 
reasonable in all respects, or the courts 
will, on due application, interfere and 
set them aside. A court of equity will, 
at the instance of a stockholder, con- 
trol a corporation or its officers and re- 
strain them from doing acts even within 
the scope of their corporate authorit 
If such acts would amount to a breac 
of the trust. And mismanagement ‘'n 
any respect will be thus interfered with 
end corrected. And directors are liable 
for any loss sustained by a stock- 
holder through their wilful misconduct 
Dr gross negligence. (16 Cal., 145; 
Cal., 17.) 

A is held to notice of all open or as- 
Yertainable facts bearing upon his pur- 


chase. But such notice ,.does not di- 
vest him of his right to a safeguard 
of his interests or relieve the directors 
—— liability for future wrongful 
acts. 


Mra. H. M. O. writes: Myself d 
husband having some money to loan 
placed it in the hands of a real estate 
agent to loan, with positive orders to 
take nothing but gilt-edged security. 
One day in the absence of my husband 
he came to me and told me a very rich 
man, a /riend of his, wanted the money 
for a short time; wanted us to take a 
mortgage on some property out at a 
hittle town towerd Riverside. We 
could easily drive there and back in a 
day, he said (it takes three whole 
days to make the trip.) The real es- 
tate agent never saw the property he 
took the mortgage on until some time 
after he took it; he simply took this 
man’s word for the whole thing and the 
face of the mortgage is more than the 
property was worth. A short time after 
this the man who got the money sud- 
denly died. Three or four months after 
his death I asked the real estate agent 
why my interest was not paid. It was 
to be paid every three months. He 
then told me the man was dead. Some 
time after this he persuaded my hus- 
band to employ his (the real estate 
agent’s) lawyer. They then came to 
me, as the money was loaned in my 
name, and told me I must put in my. 
claim against the estate; so I made out 
a claim and 
About four months after this my law- 

er sent me word that the judge had 
ost my claim and I would have to 
make out another. When I sent 
second one he said: “Oh, the judge 
found the other one.” The lawyer 
was over a year foreclosing that mort- 
gage on property that both he and 
the real estate agent knew was almost 
worthless, and that we were losing 
money on from the time the interest 
stopped. I think that was one cause 
of the delay to enable the agent to get 
his effects together and get out of 
the county. e is. now an insurance 
agent elsewhere. By the time we can 
take possession of the land we will be 
pout about $800, interest, lawyer and 
court fees, besides the face of the 
mortgage, which was $400. Is there 
any way to get at them for damages, 
or could I bring suit against the agent 
for obtaining money under false pre- 
tences? The check was made out to 
him and he invested in land he knew 
nothing about. Part of it did not have 
a clear title, and we paid $18 for an 
ebstract of it. I can prove that he 
told me the property was worth sev- 
eral thousand dollars. 

Whatever damage you have sustained 
by the real estate agent’s negligence 
and disregard of instructions you Can 
recover from him if he is worth it, ex- 
cept attorney's fees and of at- 
tending court. Whatever mage you 
have sustained from your lawyer's 
negligence or unskillfulness you can re- 
cover from him if he is worth it, in- 
cluding whatever fees you have paid 
him, but not including fees to be paid 
another lawyer for bringing and con- 
ducting suit against him. . 


Mrs. C. writes: My: mother, a resi- 
dent of Illinois, now deceased, left to 
me in her will an undivided interest 
in a piece of land in Iowa, forbidding 
that it be sold until the third genera- 
tion inherits it; but ve me the privi- 
lege of dividing it if it is so desired.

If a mortgage becomes due and is 
paid before the taxes are due can the 
probable amount of the taxes be held 
out? If not, how can it be fixed, if 
the holder of the mortgage is not re- 
liable? 

Wherever, as in California, and 
most of the States, a real estate mort- 
gage conveys only a. chattel interest 
in the land and the equity of redemp- 
tion is the ownership of the fee, before 
foreclosure, the payment of the taxes 
devolves on the mortgagor, the owner. 
The mortgagee is not liable in any 
case for taxes due or to become due, 
although he may sometimes have to 
pay taxes in order to save his mort- 
fege as against the public lien.

In California the punishment 
is a fire not less than $2000 or im- 
prisonment in the State prison not 
less than three years. 


Cc. W. writes: A man past middle 
life marries a young woman with free 
consent of both parties. Before mar- 
riage the man draws up a paper which 
he claims will: protect his wife, financi- 
ally, from a relative of his who is very 
clever and would be opposed to this 
marriage. The wife signs this con- 
tract before marriage, trusting entirely 
to the honor of the man she is about 
to marry. After a time she finds she 
has signed away all interest in his es- 
tate except a small amount, which is 
named in the contract. The laws of 
their State give to the widow one- 
third of her husband's property after 
death and one-half of all accumulated 
after marriage. If the husband deeds 
away property without her signature 
is it legal? Can he make a will leaving 
her without the home she has lived in 
since marriage, she proving to be a 
true and loyal wife? 

Unless some fraud was practiced on 
her she is bound by the terms of her 
ante-nuptial agreement. In States 
where community laws exist the hus- 
band usually can marry at pleasure, or 
even sell the community land, as in 
California. But where a homestead 
has been declared by a husband, or, as 
may be done, by the wife, he cannot de- 
prive the widow by will or otherwise 
of the homestead. 


BE. F. G. writes: <A wife procures a 
divorce from her husband on the 
double grounds of adultery and cruelty. 
Twenty years afterward the husband 
publishes a statement of the case, de- 
claring the testimony was perjured: 
that witnesses were paid for false 
swearing, a proved; the charges 
greatly exaggerated, and also that they 
“agreed to get a divorce” and he prom- 
ised not to contest, etc., each and every 
statement being utterly false. These 
utterances are not given over the man's 
signature, but couched in the language 
of a reporter. Can this man be sued 
by his former wife with hope of success 
for putting her in the light of swearing 
falsely and paying others for swearing 
falsely; or.can the paper pwblishing 
the article be prosecuted? 

Under such circumstances there can 
be no question of the former husband's 
liability to an action for libel, or of the 
liability of the newspaper company. 


B. A. B. writes: I am a voung mar- 
ried woman. My husband has grown- 
up children: the property has accumu- 
lated since marriage and is now in. my 
name. Can my husband’s children be 
administrator, and can a wife home- 
stead a home when the deed is in her 
husband's name? 

If your husband is dead one of hi- 
children can take out letters of ad- 
ministration, but property in your owr 
name cannot be subjected to such 24- 
ministration without suit to set aside 
conveyance to you. The homestead is 
for the benefit of the family. and if the 
husband does not claim its benefits the

CARRYING DEAD GOODS. 
many merchants 
small 


A great 
who do business in a 
way never think what it costs 
them to carry unsalable g00ds, but 
continue year after year to regard the 
old stuff as valuable assets. 
Arnold in the New England Grocer 
works the problem out this way: 

Few retail merchants realize the 
constantly increasing cost of portions of 


. their stock, which is daily, monthly and 


yearly growing in amount, because 
original figures are adhered to for sell- 
ing prices, regardless of the fact that 
certain articles, by lack of popularity 
or because they have already had their 
day, are worth less than their first 
cost. The tenacity with which some 
merchants hang on to old goods year 
after year, inventorying them at the 
original cost, instead of present market 
Value, is certinly worthy of a better 
cause. 

An article costing originally $10, tak- 
ing the value of money at ordinary in- 
terest rates, would stand at the end of 
the second year at about $11, at the end 
of the fifth year $13, and so on, each 
Succeeding year piling up the cost, in 
that the money represented has not 
been earning an interest or a profit 
elsewhere, and therefore it would be 
charged to the goods. Meanwhile the 
goods are diminishing in value, com- 
pared with original figures, in a more 
rapid ratio than their cost is piling up. 

It the merchant had _ sacrificed the 
article the first year for $8, the loss on 
the transaction at the end of five years. 
using the same interest calculation as 
before, would amount to only $2.75; but 
the $8, turned over and over again, at 
the usual percentage of profit, would 
have earned much more than this. By 
comparison, the oft-quoted saying, “We 
got our money back, anyway,” uttered 
by those who hold an article for several] 
years and then sell it at its original 
cost, becomes extremely ridiculous. 

Carrying a stock of dead and unsal- 
able goods locks up so much capital in 
trade that the merchant often finds 
himself unable to take advantage of the 
usual cash discounts. This means that 
goods otherwise costing him $10, less 7 


per cent. for quick money or 
per cent. for quick work or $9.39 
net, will stand him $10 net. 


His reputation of being a close cash 
buyer is thus lost, and the consequence 
of a considerable amount of dead stoc 
on the shelves is that the merchant is 
obliged to pay long prices for all ‘of his 
goods. 

Merchants who get into this position 
are no longer sought after by whole- 
salers, when there are special bargains 
to be offered, for at such times only 
strict cash buyers are approached. 
This frequently means in a given com- 
munity that the merchant’s competitors 
can sell certain goods and make reason- 
able profits at prices that represent 
actual cost to him. Putting the knffe 
into the prices of unsalable goods and 
getting rid of them, is the only way to 
conduct a successful business. The 
first loss on unsalable articles is al- 
ways the smallest loss.

of any further sympathetic teclines in tke 
general list of securities. The buying tbere 
before the opening here was aot only f.r 
New York account, presumabiy with tbe 
purpose of supporting values. bu: also on 
orders from Scotland, Germany and Holland, 
as well as a local English demand. The high 
opening here, especially in the Flower stock

EX-CHIEF SEAVEY. 


Former Santa Barbaran the Mayor 
Pro Tem of Chattanooga. 


In its account of the meeting of the 
National Association of Chiefs of Police 
the Chattanooga News gives the fol- 
lowing sketch of Capt. W. S. Seavey, 
who was City Marshal at Santa Bar- 
bara more than twenty years ago: 

“Among the striking figures attending 
th convention is Capt. W. S. Seavey, 
the traveling agent of Thiel’s Protective 
Service Company. Big in frame as weil 
as heart, he is a perfect type of the 
man who works for his ‘own hand,’ 
and loves excitement and adventure. 
simply because he does. 

“Capt. Seavey was born in Maine in 
1842, and 1861 found him in Denver, 
busily engaged in mining. During the 
war he served as captain and after that 
took a turn as clerk on a Mississippi 
steamboat. Of that occupation he soon 
tired, and went to Omaha, where he was 
chief clerk of the House of Representa- 
tives in 1868, filling the place until 1873, 
when he went to California as a farmer. 
After a term as City Marshal of Santa 
Barbara, he drifted to South America, 
and from there to Honolulu, and after 
a successful trading venture to Aus- 
tralia, he spent several years in the 
Page Sea islands trading and explor- 
ng. 
“Longing for home, he returned to 
Omaha, and was elected Chief of Police 
in 1887, serving in that capacity until 
1893; 1895 saw him again a miner in 
Colorado, and in 1897 he quit that occu- 
pation and accepted his present place. 
Capt. Seavey now has all the excite- 
ment that his nature craves. His spe- 
clalty is detective service on the ranges 
of the west. and with his corps of 
trained men he has been instrumental 
in running down some of the boldest 
thieves in California. Texas, Arizona 
and New Mexico. While making en- 
emies, however, he has made numerous 
friends who enjoy the time he spends 
with them at all the big cattle conven- 
toins.”’ 

The News also notes the following in- 
cident in the proceedings: 

“Upon motion, ex-Chief of Police 
Seavey of Omaha, aws appointed Mayor 
of Chattanooga, pursuant to the propo- 
sition of Mayor Watkins, during the 
convention. A committee escorted 
Mayor Seavey to the platform, and he 
was received with applause. He de- 
clared it was the easiest campaign he 
had ever had, and that the doors of the 
city were n to the delegates. 

“ ‘How abi the 10 o’clock law?’ 
asked some one from the audience, 
“can’t you make it 10:30?” 

‘This and other questions put to the 
new Mayor produced laughter.”

PASADENA, May 15.—[Regular Correspond- 
ence.]

It 
is probable that he will be at the head of 
the mext great hotel enterprise here, and 
when the structure looms up it will be the 
biggest thing in Pasadena.

SAN DIEGO COUNTY. 


Arrival of the Belgian King from 
the Orient. 

SAN DIEGO, May 15. — [Regular 
spondence.} The event of the past two 
or three days was the arrival last 
night gt'8 O’tlock of the big steamer Belgian 
King of the California and Oriental line, 
which is the first vessel of the line to make 
the round trip to the Orient from this port. 
Capt. We'!se# brings the steamer around by way 
of San Francisco, where about two thousand 
tons of freight consigned to merchants in that 
city was discharged. Leaving that port Fri- 
day night at 10 o'clock, the Belgian King ar- 
rived off the bar of San Diego at 7 o'clock 
last night, where she was boarded by Pilot 
Keith. Only a few persons were on the wharf 
when the steamer finally reached her berth, 
and these were principally custom-house offi- 
cers. When the Belgian King failed to put in 
an appearance outside early :ast evening, it 
was generally thought that she would not 
come in until this morning, consequently 
there was no crowd down to the water front 
to welcome the steamer. 

The steamer brings to this port 1300 tons of 
freight, consisting of matting destined for 
New York and New Orleans, sugar, rice, tea, 
curios, and the large assortment of miscella- 
neous freight usually brough« over from the 
Orient. The Bel King accidentally bunted 
into the Santa Fé wharf while coming up to 
her berth, owing to the darkness, and made 
kindling wood of a few big timbers, but the 
condition of the tide and darkness made it 
extremely difficult to make the landing with- 
out some risk. It was not so bad an accident 
as happened to the wharf in broad daylight a 
few weeks ego, when the steamer Santa Rosa 
tried to take away one corner of the Califor- 
nia and Oriental wharf, and entailed an ex- 
pense to her owners of about $150.

WORK UPON THE FRUIT CANNERY 
BUILDINGS COMMENCED. 

Will Be Ready for the Handling of 
Apricots by June Tenth—Mrs, 
Frank Beaman Seriously iIn- 
jured—A Stabbing Affray. 


VENTURA, May 15.—[Regular Correspond- 
ence.] A large force of men has commenced 
work upon the cannery buildings on Sudden’s 
property. Two buildings, each 50x150 feet, 
will be erected. cost about 
$12,000, according to ank E. Barnard, who 
is representing the Sacramento Packing Com- 
pany. Barnard states that the construction 
work will be rushed and that the plant will 
be completed by June 10, when the apricots 
will commence coming in. The fruit is two 
weeks early this season. It is now estimated 
that there will be 8000 tons of green fruit in 
the county this season, as against 3000 tons 
last season. 

The cannery will ‘have a run of not lers 
than six weeks, and will handle from 500 to 
700 tons of apricots, and more if possible. 
Employment will be given to from 400 to 500 
men, women and children. Peaches will also 
be han . The apricot wers are offered 
$30 per ton for eights to tens, and $25 per 
ton for elevens and twelves.

‘ NEWPORT BREAKERS, 


One-hundred-thousand-dollar Court- 
house to Be Built at Santa Ana. 
Homing Pigeons Released—City 
Officials Obtained Information. 


SANTA ANA, May 15.—(Regular Corre- 


‘spondence.}] The City Trustees have returned 


from their official visit to Los Angeles for 
the purpose of investigating the matter of 
granting a franchise to the Edison Electric 
Light Company in this city, and they are 
apparently pleased with the information they 
obtained relative to the company and what 
the company proposes to do should it se- 
cure the franchise. The Trustees have the 
guarantee of having Santa "Ana connected 
with the Santa Ana’ Cafion power system— 
operated by the California Power Company, 
within a few years. The company cannot 
guarantee to connect this city with the 
cafion system at once, owing to the present 
low condition of water in the mountains, but 
they assure the Trustees that just as soon 
as the water supply will justify it, the con- 
nectién will be made. Meantime the company 
proposes to install sufficient machinery to 
meet more than all possiblé requirements for 
light and power in this locality. 

ut thero are yet several propositions in 
connection with the granting of franchises 
which the Trustees propose to thoroughly in- 
vestigate, so that it will, in all probability, 
be several weeks yet before final action is 
taken in the matter by the Trustees.

WILL HAVD A COURTHOUSE. 


The Board of Supervisors today took the 
first steps toward building a Courthouse by 
unanimously adopting the following resolu- 
tion: 

“It appearing to the Board of Supervisors 
that owing to the crowded condition of the 
county vault, and the unsafe condition of 
the same in case of fire and the lack of a 
proper or safe place to deposit the county 
funds, and, further. that the 4d to our 
courthouse grounds requires the erection of 
a courthouse within ten years from Septem- 
ber, 11, 1893, leaving but sufficient time in 
which to complete a suitable structure, to- 
gether with the recommendation of the three 
last grand juries for a more safe and secure 
place in which to keep our county records, 
therefore, be it 

“Resolved, first, that the Board of Super- 
visors of Orange county recognize the neces- 
sity of taking such steps as will secure to 
this county a suitable courthouse; that the 
amount of money necereary for the same 
should not exceed $100,000 for the building 
and furnishing the same, and.improving the 
grounds. Second. that the board. will at 
once ask for competitive bids for plans and 
gp gen for a suitable courthouse, and 
the clerk is hereby instructed to advertise 
— the same. Third, that the board call a 
Bpecial election to be held Monday, Septem- 
ber’ 4, 1889, for the purpose of votingion the 
issuing of bonds in the sum of.$100,000, pay- 
able in twenty years, not to exceed 4% per 
cent. interest, interest payable semi-annu- 
ally. Fourth, should the voters at the spe- 
cial election decide by an adverse vote that 
it would not be wise to bond the county, 
thereby signifying that a direct tax is prefer- 
able, then the Board of Supefvisors will, 
on the third Monday in September, 1899, and 
every year for three years thereafter, make 
a special levy of 351-3 per cent. on the $109 
valuation for the purpose of erecting a suit- 
able courthouse.’’ 

Provision is made for the square set aside 
for courthouse purposes upon which the 
county has already constructed a $20,000 jail, 
that a courthouse shall be built upon the land 
within ten years, or the same will revert 
to the original owners. Ag there is now not 
more than sufficient time to get the court- 
house completed within the time specified, it 
is necessary to begin the construction of this 
much needed public building in the very near 
future.

At the rame time, I do not 
feel satisfied with what we have done, think- 
ing that we have come a little short ourselves 
of doing the best we knew toward building 
this road; and so I shall speak with my peo- 
ple and get them, if I can, to agree to pay a 
part of the expense of cleaning up these 
rights-of-way; only we must know just what 
the expense will be, and know as soon as the 
information can be given us. We cannot af- 
ford to wait very long for it, and we cannot 
afford to push the work ahead until the ques- 
tion of rights-of-way is entirely cleared up 
and closed. I hope it will ba done promptly.”’

CASKET-LOWERING DEVICE. 


Automatic Machine for Depositing Bodies in 
_ the Grave—Prectical Test at 
Rosedale. 

The firm of Peck & Chase Company, the 
Hill-street undertakers and embalmers, of 
this city, are just now introducing a novel 
machine called the safety casket-lowering de- 
vice, by means of which the old style of “let- 
ting down the casket of coffin containing 
the body for interment by straps pr ropes 
in the hands of the pallbearers is done away 
with entirely. It consists of a trap-like 
framework placed over the grave, on which 
rests the casket. This is so constructed 
with cables, springs and automatic mechan- 
ism that the operator, by simply releasing a 
spring. can lower the body at any rate of 
speed desired, which is regulated by means 
of a sacred brake. 

When the casket reaches the bottom the 
cable is automatically released by a self- 
adjusting arrangement, and is returned ready 
for use again. The cable is capable of sus- 
taining a weight of 1500 pounds, hence an 
~~ by breaking is practically impossi- 


A practical test of this, the first machine 
of its kind ever brought -to this city, was 
made on Monday of this week at the grave 
of William H. Rounsefell, at Rosedale Ceme- 
tery, which proved entirely satisfactory in 
results.
